The Divine Revelation Concerning 
the Musleh Mau ‘ad 


Given below is an English translation by Sir Zafrullah 
Khan" of the prophecy regarding the Musleh Mau ‘ud™. 
Taken from the book Tadhkirah (English version), 
consisting of the prophecies, revelations, and dreams 
of the Promised Messiah*.)

Thus does God speak so that 
those who desire life may be rescued from the grip 
of death and those who are buried in the graves may 
emerge therefrom and so that the superiority of Islam 
and the dignity of God’s word may become manifest 
unto the people and so that the truth may arrive with 
all its blessings and falsehood may depart with all its

ills, and so that people may understand that I am the 
Lord of Power, I do whatever I will, and so that they 
may believe that Iam with thee, and so that those who 
do not believe in God and deny and reject His religion 
and His Book and His Holy Messenger Muhammad, 
the chosen one (on whom be peace) may be confronted 
with a clear sign and the way of the guilty ones may 
become manifest. 


“Rejoice, therefore, that a handsome and pure boy will 
be bestowed on thee. Thou wilt receive a bright youth 
who will be of thy seed and will be of thy progeny. A 
handsome and pure boy will come as your guest. His 
name is Emmanuel and Bashir. He has been invested 
with a holy spirit and he will be free from all impurity. 
He is the light of Allah. Blessed is he who comes from 
heaven. He shall be accompanied by grace (Fazl) 
which shall arrive with him. He will be characterized 
with grandeur, greatness and wealth. He will come 
into the world and will heal many of their disorder 
through his Messianic qualities and through the 
blessings of the Holy Spirit. He is the Word of Allah 
for Allah’s mercy and honor have equipped him with 
the Word of Majesty. He will be extremely intelligent 
and understanding and will be meek of heart and will 
be filled with secular and spiritual knowledge. He 
will convert three into four (of this the meaning is not 
clear). It is Monday, a blessed Monday. Son, delight of 
heart, high ranking, noble; a manifestation of the First 
and the Last, a manifestation of the True and the High; 
as if Allah has descended from heaven. His advent will 
be greatly blessed and will be a source of manifestation 
of Divine Majesty. Behold! a light cometh, a light 
anointed by God with the perfume of His pleasure. We 
shall pour our spirit into him and he will be sheltered 
under the shadow of God. He will grow rapidly in 
stature and will be the means of procuring the release 
of those held in bondage. His fame will spread to the 
ends of the earth and peoples will be blessed through 
him. He will then be raised to his spiritual station in 
heaven. This is a matter decreed.”

Persecution and Prayers

Hadrat Khalifatul Masih V* 
delivered the Friday Sermon at 
Baitul Futuh Mosque, London. 


Hudur* said that when the enemy 
takes his enmity to the extreme and 
resorts to cruel and brutal methods, 
the believers, who show Sabr and 
steadfastness, turn to God and seek 
His help. In an Urdu verse, the 
Promised Messiah* says, “As the 
enemy grows in animosity, we become 
more absorbed in the Hidden Friend.” 
This is the reaction and response 
which true believers show when 
they feel helpless and persecuted. 
We are the followers of the one who 
not only showed his own example 
of courage and Sabr but, through 
his spiritual influence, inspired his 
followers to do the same. 


Hudur* added that we are the ones 
who truly understand the response 
of those to whom men said, ‘People 
have mustered against you, 
therefore fear them,’ but this only 
increased their faith, and they said, 
‘Sufficient for us is Allah, and an 


excellent Guardian is He.’ (3:174). 


The fact that the enemy has a great 
majority and has joined forces 
against us should only serve to 
strengthen our faith. Those who go 
through ordeals and endure every 
kind of mental and physical torture 
and do not leave hold of God but 
become even more firmly attached 
to Him, to such people God has 
promised spiritual exaltation and 
worldly rewards along with the 
Divine assurance that they are the 
rightly guided ones. 


Hudutr* further said that I want to 
urge all Ahmadis who are passing 
through difficult times to pay more 
attention to prayer, and those who 
are not facing direct persecution 
should pray for their persecuted 
brothers and sisters. At least two 
rak‘ats of nafl prayer should be 
offered every day for Ahmadis who 
are in any way being made to suffer 
for the sake of Ahmadiyyat. Special 
prayers should also be offered for 
the progress of the Jama‘at. Our 
prayers are our only weapon and 
the more fervently we employ them 
the sooner we shall witness the 
day of our victory. The Promised 
Messiah’ says, “Our objectives can 
only be achieved through prayer, 


for it possesses great power. God 
has told me repeatedly in His 
revelations that all the things He 
has promised will come about only 
through prayer. When our prayers 
reach a high enough level, the liars 
will at once be destroyed.” Again, 
the Promised Messiah* says, 
“The best prayer is to seek Allah’s 
approval and freedom from sin. All 
our trust lies in prayer. Prayer is like 
a spring of fresh and sweet water 
by the side of which a believer sits 
and satisfies his thirst whenever he 
pleases. For a believer prayer is like 
water without which he cannot live. 
And the best occasion of prayer is 
the Salat wherein a believer finds 
all his peace and contentment. 
Through prayer man reaches closer 
to God and He in turn draws nearer 
to him. When a believer attains full 
sincerity and concentration in his 
prayer, God has mercy on him and 
becomes his guardian.” 


Hudur®™ advised that our foremost 
concern should be to give full 
attention to prayer.

On December 10, 2010, Hadrat 
Khalifatul Masih V* delivered the 
Friday Sermon at Baitul Futuh 
Mosque, London. 


Speaking about the month of 
Muharram and the martyrdom of 
Hadrat Imam Hussain at Karbala, 
Hudur* said that only those who 
are being oppressed and persecuted 
for the sake of the truth can truly 
understand the significance of the 
tragedy that took place in Karbala. 
Those who are killed as a result of 
such oppression are forever alive 
and are rewarded by Allah. The 
Holy Prophet* says, “Hussain and 
Hassan will be the leaders of youth 
in paradise.” He said, “O Allah, I 
love them and I pray that You love 
them also.” He also said, “Whoever 
loves these grandchildren of mine 
loves me and whoever loves me 
loves God. And whoever hates them 
hates me and hates God.” History is 
a witness that those responsible for 
killing Hadrat Imam Hussain were 
visited by Divine wrath. 


Hudur further said that the Holy 
Prophet* came to put an end to all 
evil customs that tarnish human 
values. He also treated his deniers 
with kindness and forgiveness. In 
the Holy Qur’an, Allah exhorts us 
to adhere to justice and fairness. 
Even the worst enemy could not 
have desecrated the dead bodies as 
was done in Karbala by Muslims 
who professed to follow the 
Holy Prophet* who exhorted his 
followers to uphold human values. 


Hudur added that Imam Hussain™ 


and his companions sacrificed their 
lives for the just cause. His aim was 
not to attain power but to establish 
the truth, and in that he succeeded. 
Thus it was he who came out 
victorious and not Yazid. Imam 
Hussain’s™ sacrifice has left many 
lessons for us. Just as he gave his life 
to uphold the truth, so should we 
pray for the strength to stay on the 
right path. The month of Muharram 
reminds us to always offer Durud 
upon the Holy Prophet* and his 
progeny. In order to fulfill the 
purpose of the advent of the Imam 
of our age, we should keep praying 
and try toimprove our own spiritual 
condition and remain steadfast 
in the face of Yazid-like people. 
Only Allah can grant perseverance 
and steadfastness and this is why 
He has taught us to pray and be 
patient. The best way to express our 
emotions in the month of Muharram 
is to invoke Durud upon the Holy 
Prophet* and his progeny. This 
Durud serves to bring solace to 
the Holy Prophet’s* spiritual and 
physical progeny. May it likewise 
become a means of bringing peace 
to our own selves. Amin.

“Even if all the people leave 


you and I am left alone I would 
stand by you and would face 
all opposition and onslaughts 
against your Mission.” 


These were the words spoken 
by Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din 
Mahmud Ahmad” upon the death 
of his beloved father, Hadrat Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad*® of Qadian, the 
Promised Messiah and Imam 
Mahdi. At the time of the passing 
of the Promised Messiah*’, his son 
was only nineteen years old, yet his 
words were filled with conviction 
and loyalty of the very highest 
order. He lived for a further fifty- 
seven years and during that time, 
his every act or deed was conducted 
with those words in mind. He 
therefore fulfilled the promise he 
made to his father and by doing so 
Allah’s Promise to the Promised 
Messiah’, that He would grant him 
a son who would be the ‘Musleh 
Mau ‘iid’ — the Promised Reformer, 
was also magnificently fulfilled. 


To understand the true significance 
of the birth of Hadrat Mirza Bashir- 
ud-Din Mahmud Ahmad” we must 
look back to the time of the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad™. In Verse 3, 
Chapter 62 of the Holy Qur’an, the 
advent and mission of the Holy 
Prophet™ is mentioned. The verse 


states how at the time of his advent 
the Arab people were entirely 
illiterate, not just in terms of 
education but also in terms of their 
moraland cultural values. However, 
through the Might and Wisdom of 
God Almighty, the Holy Prophet® 
was sent to those people and within 
a matter of years, those illiterate, 
uncivilised and uncultured people 
were transformed into the leaders 
and educators of mankind. 
They became an example for all 
generations to come. The matter 
did not cease there. In the very next 
verse it is stated: 


“And He will raise him among 
others of them who have not yet 
joined them. He is the Mighty, 
the Wise.” (62: 4) 


This verse clearly indicates that 
in the future other noble persons 
would be sent by God Almighty 
to bring mankind back towards 
His Creator. When this verse was 
revealed, one companion, Abu 
repeatedly 
from the Holy Prophet* as to 
whom the words “who have not 
yet joined them” referred? Another 
companion, Salman”, who was

from Persia, was also sat in the 
gathering. When answering the 
question of Abu Hurreira’, the 
Holy Prophet placed his hand on 


Salman’s shoulder and said: 


‘If Faith were to go up to the 
Pleiades, a man, or men, from 
among these would surely bring 
it back.’ (Sahih al Bukhari)The 
Holy Prophet* had thus explained 
that a time would come when the 
beautiful religion of Islam would 
become corrupted and defaced. At 
that time, God Almighty would not 
be indifferent, but out of His Infinite 
Love, he would instead send people 
from amongst the Persian race who 
would reform Islam and once again 
spread the true teachings of the 
Holy Prophet*. 


The ultimate fulfilment of this verse 
came in the person of the Promised 
Messiah? 
Prophet by God Almighty to rescue 
Islam from evil forces both within 
and out of Islam. However the 
Promised advent of the Messiah*s 
did not herald the completion of 
the prophecy. On the contrary, as 
God Almighty had clearly used the 
words ‘among others of them’ in 
the verse, He had clearly signalled 
that He would send more than 
one person. There is no doubt 
that Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din 
Mahmud Ahmad” was also sent in 
fulfilment of that grand Qur’anic 
prophecy. Among other things, 
this is evidenced by both the events 


who was sent as a 
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surrounding his birth and his vast 
achievements in the cause of Islam. 


During the course of the 19th 
century, Christian missionaries 
had succeeded in influencing many 
Muslims in India. Furthermore, 
Hindus generally were severely 
opposed to Islam and tried their 
utmost to curtail its spread and 
influence. This state of affairs 
grieved the Promised Messiah* a 
great deal. He could not bear to see 
the religion of Islam tarnished and 
attacked from all quarters and yet 
no one else amongst the Muslims 
seemed capable or willing to stand 
up and defend the religion of the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad*. Thus 
the Promised Messiah? himself, 
guided by God Almighty, wrote the 
masterpiece ‘Brahin-e-Ahmadiyya’ 
in which he presented the Holy 
Qur’an as the perfect Book and the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad” as the 
final law bearing prophet who had 
come with a universal teaching. The 
publication of this book brought 
about huge repercussions; those 
opposed to Islam became extremely 
angry that such a book had been 
written and their reactions became 
increasingly volatile. Their attacks 
on Islam and the character of the 
Holy Prophet?" increased and so 
as a means to reflect and to seek 
God Almighty’s Help the Promised 
Messiah* decided to __ isolate 
himself for a period of forty days 
during which he would seek the 
nearness of God Almighty through 
constant worship. He travelled to 
Hoshiarpur, a relatively small city 
in north-eastern Punjab. There he 
spent the next forty days in a room 
praying to and worshipping his 
beloved God Almighty. 

During the period of forty days 
the Promised Messiah* received 


sithey) er Pet Ba sage 


a great deal of direct communion 
with God Almighty. And thus on 
20th February 1886 he published a 
leaflet in which he stated that God 
Almighty had informed him during 
his period of solitude that a child 
would be born to him who would 
assist greatly in the service of Islam. 
The prophecy was lengthy and 
filled with 52 separate qualities that 
would be possessed by the child, 
who would be known as ‘Musleh 
Mau ‘tid’ - the Promised Reformer. 
The child would be a direct sign 
of Allah’s Mercy; he would be 
handsome and pure; he would be 
intelligent; he would be blessed 
with a holy spirit and would be free 
from all impurity; the son would 
be the light of Allah; he would heal 
the many ills of this world through 
his Messianic qualities; he would 


be meek of heart; he would convert 
three into four; he would be the 
means of procuring the release 
of those held in bondage and his 
fame would spread to the ends of 
the earth. Thereafter he would be 
raised to his spiritual station in 
heaven. 


This prophecy was so detailed 
and so clear that if it were to be 
fulfilled then there could be no 
argument that indeed the Promised 
Messiah* had been the recipient 
of blessed revelation whilst in 
Hoshiarpur. No ordinary person 
could predict that he would bear 
a son who would become famous 
the world over and who would be 
an international leader and bear 
all the qualities narrated. Yet the 
Promised Messiah*s, 
the remote town of Qadian, made 


who lived in 
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this prophecy and predicted that 
the child would be born within a 
period of nine years. Thereafter 
the Promised Messiah** was soon 
blessed with the birth of a baby girl 
called Ismat; however, she passed 
away in infancy. A son, called 
Bashir was then born, but he too 
passed away. The opponents of the 
Promised Messiah** did not fail to 
try and capitalise on these tragedies. 
They celebrated and deemed the 
Promised Messiah* to be a liar and 
a fraud. If he had, God forbid, been 
a liar or a fraudster then perhaps 
the Promised Messiah® having 
witnessed the death of two children 
so young, might have retreated on 
his earlier claims. Yet he had full 


certainty that what was decreed 
by God Almighty would occur and 
he repeatedly reminded those who 
mocked him that the prophecy gave 


a period of nine years for the child 
to be born. 


Thereafter on January 12, 1889, 
Hadrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad’*s 
was blessed with a son, named 
Mirza  Bashir-ud-Din =Mahmud 
Ahmad”. It was this child who 
would go on to further fulfil the 
Qur’anic prophecy ‘And He will 
raise him among others of them’ 
and who would fulfil the prophecy 
of Musleh Mau‘td. In his person 
every single one of the qualities 
vouchsafed by God Almighty to the 
Promised Messiah* was fulfilled 
with great magnificence. Certain 
aspects of his blessed character and 


a few of his many achievements 
shall now be discussed. 


Asa child Hadrat Musleh Mau td” 
was unlike most other children. He 
was very dedicated to prayer and 
to the importance of the mission 
entrusted to his blessed father from 
a very young age. Despite being 
somewhat delicate of health, his 
thirst for worship and religious 
knowledge was apparent from his 
childhood. A companion of the 
Promised Messiah**, Hadrat Mufti 
Muhammad Sadiq Sahib had the 
fortune of seeing Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud" during his childhood. 
He said three things characterised 
him firstly his goodness, secondly 
his total honesty in all matters and 


thirdly his interest in religious 
matters. He said that he regularly 
saw him offering prayers at the 
side of the Promised Messiah*. 
He further narrates that on one 
occasion, when Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud" was around ten years 
old, he saw him praying next to 
the Promised Messiah* in the 
Aqsa Mosque. He narrates that 
even though he was but a child 
he was bowed down and weeping 
constantly in holy supplication 
beseeching God Almighty. 


Another companion of the Promised 
Messiah**, Hadrat Sheikh Ghulam 
Ahmad Sahib narrates that one 
night he decided he would spend 
the entire night in worship of God 
Almighty at the Mubarak Mosque 
in Qadian. He said when he arrived 


he saw a young person bowed 
down in prayer. The emotion of the 
scene was such that the narrator 
said that he himself started to pray 
to God that whatever this person 
is beseeching, Allah may grant it 
to him. He continued by saying he 
did not know for how long prior 
to his arrival the person had been 
bowed down in prayer but that 
whilst he was there, this continued 
for a long time. Finally, when 
he arose, the narrator saw that it 
was Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din 
Mahmud Ahmad". He said that 
he immediately went to meet him. 
Hadrat Sheikh Ghulam Ahmad 
Sahib inquired, ‘Tonight what 
have you taken from Allah?’ Upon 
this, Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™ 
replied, ‘I have only asked that 
may Allah grant me the ability to 
see Islam as a living religion.’ This 
reply illustrates clearly how even 
from childhood, Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud”™ shared the grief of the 
Promised Messiah* over the state of 
Islam and the need for reformation 
of Muslims and the importance 
of reinstating the true teachings 
of Islam. He had been bowed in 
prayer and had not requested any 
personal favour from His Lord, 
only that the pure Islam be revived 
in front of his own eyes. 


On May 26, 1908 the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Jama‘at faced the greatest 
trial it would ever face upon the 
passing of its Founder, Hadrat 
Mirza Ghulam Ahmad*, the 
Promised Messiah Imam 
Mahdi. It was narrated at the outset 
how Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud"™ 
reacted to this devastating event. 
He stood by the body of his father 
and said that if the entire world 
was to leave him then no matter he 


and 


would continue to stand alone and 
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face all the persecution and hatred 
on behalf of the mission of the 
Promised Messiahas. 


Hadrat Musleh Mau‘td™ had no 
personal ambition or desire to 
lead the Jama‘at. His only interest 
was for the future success of the 
Promised Messiah’s mission. And 
thus on May 27, 1908, Hadrat Mirza 
Bashir-ud-Din Mahmud Ahmad” 
became the first person to take the 
‘Bait’ that is the pledge of allegiance 
to the first Khalifa of the Promised 
Messiah**, Hadrat Hakim Maulvi 
Nurudeen™. Throughout the six 
year Khilafat of Hadrat Khalifatul 
Masih I", Hadrat Musleh Mau ‘ud™ 
showed total obedience, respect and 
loyalty to both the Khalifa and the 
Jama‘at. In worldly organisations, 
upon the death of the Founder it is 
often the case that their heirs expect 
recognition or reward; to be treated 
as royalty. But never was there 
even the slightest such overture by 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud”, or indeed 
any of the immediate family of the 
Promised Messiah*. This in itself 
was a worthy testament to the way 
that the Promised Messiah*® and 
his noble wife, Hadrat Amma Jaan, 
had brought up their children. 


Nonetheless, Hadrat Khalifatul 
Masih I had a great love and 
indeed expectation of Hadrat 
Mirza Bashir-ud-Din Mahmud 
Ahmad”. He himself continued 
to verse Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™ 
in the intricacies and arguments 
within the Holy Qur’an. During 
this period the Jama‘at faced 
serious difficulties when certain 
members began agitating as to 
whether there really was a need 
Khilafat. This 
issue would raise its head once 


for particular 


again upon the demise of Hadrat 
Khalifatul Masih I*. Nonetheless, at 


this time Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™ 
continued to give his total support 
to Hadrat Khalifatul Masih I and 
made it abundantly clear that he 
and members of his family would 
always stand by the institution of 
Khilafat and would not tolerate any 
form of deviance in this regard. 


The demise of Hadrat Khalifatul 
Masih I" occurred on 13 March 
1914. Upon his passing the mantle 
of Khilafat-e-Ahmadiyya was to 
pass to Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud- 
Din Mahmud Ahmad" who was 
elected the following day on 14 
March. It was at this point in his 
life, at the very youthful age of 
twenty five, that the life of Hadrat 
Musleh Mau‘ud™ changed forever. 
For more than half a century, he 
led the Jama‘at through some of 
the most difficult and challenging 
experiences it had ever faced; times 
of genuine crisis were to emerge and 
yet at each juncture Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud” used his infinite wisdom 
to guide the Jama‘at towards never 
ending success. 


The propagation of Islam and the 
message of the Promised Messiah** 
was at the forefront of every 
decision and every act of Hadrat 
Musleh Mau'‘tud™. Thus, just a few 
weeks after his election, he called a 
meeting of Jama‘at officials (Majlis- 
e-Shura) in which he outlined his 
vision. He said: 


“T would like to see the truth of 
Ahmadiyyat shine far and wide 
in the world.” 


His direction was clear; he wanted 
the Jama‘at to spread to different 
countries. His vision was based 
on two clear principles. First and 
foremost that Islam was a universal 
religion and thus the true Islam 


had to be conveyed to the entire 


world. It was not merely his duty 
to convey it to the people of India 
or the sub-continent but in fact 
to each and every country, city, 
town and village. Secondly, he 
could foresee that the Jama at was 
to face difficulties and growing 
opposition. Notwithstanding his 
utter belief that God Almighty 
would protect His message and the 
people chosen to deliver it in the 
latter days, it was very important 
for the Jama‘at to be established 
in other countries so that, among 
other reasons, if the persecution of 
the Jama‘at ever became extreme 
there would be Ahmadis in other 
countries to support and help those 
in need. By spreading far and wide, 
he knew it would be impossible 
for any single Government to 
destroy the Ahmadiyya Jama‘at. 
Thus he encouraged Ahmadis to 
learn different languages and set 
up a dedicated office, ‘Nazarat 
Dawat-o- Tabligh’, for propagation 
in 1919. Though the Jama‘at at that 
time was quite weak financially, 
whatever means it did have at its 
disposal was blessed greatly by God 
Almighty and such limited means 
sufficed to send Missionaries to 
different countries and ultimately 
build mosques and mission houses 
from where God’s message could 
be propagated and_ celebrated. 
Consequently, the Jamaat became 
established in nearly fifty new 
countries during the Khilafat of 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™. These 
countries spread across 
the world and so the part of the 
prophecy of Musleh Mau‘ud” 


were 


relating to him becoming famous 
across the world was magnificently 
fulfilled. 


Throughout Hadrat Musleh 
Mau ‘td’s™ Khilafat the Jama‘at 
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continued to develop under his 
New 
of administration were 


guidance. structures and 
means 
developed and the Jama‘at was 
sub-divided into separate auxiliary 
organisations based on age and 
gender. One of his truly great 
schemes was that of “Tehrik-e- 
Jadid’ which was set up in 1934 as 
a means to enable the spread of the 
Jama at far and wide. Initially it was 
developed as a three year scheme 
but it was then increased gradually 
until in 1953 when Hadrat Musleh 
Mau'‘ud™ announced that it would 
be a permanent structure of the 
Jama‘at. Similarly the institution 
of Waqf-e-Jadid was set up in 1957 
as a means to promote missionary 
and reformatory activities in every 
village, town and city of India and 
Pakistan. This scheme too was 
extremely blessed and became a 
permanent part of the Jama‘at’s 
administration. 


The importance of Tabligh and 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud’s™ vision 
became apparent both during 
and after his Khilafat. During his 
Khilafat the Jama‘at faced many 
trials not least during the Partition 
of India when the vast majority of 
Ahmadis left Qadian and faced great 
persecution. Many Ahmadis were 
killed at that time. Furthermore in 
1953 riots spread across Pakistan 
in opposition to the Jamacat, 
again many Ahmadis were killed, 
others were attacked or boycotted. 
These were extremely grave and 
trying times. Through MHadrat 
Musleh Mau‘t d’s" leadership and 
Allah’s Divine Grace, the Jama‘at 
emerged from each of these events 
stronger than before. The ultimate 
importance of the establishment of 
foreign Missions became apparent 
many years after Hadrat Musleh 


Mau‘td’s™ demise. In 1984, the 
fourth Khalifa, Hadrat Mirza Tahir 
Ahmad", was forced to migrate 
from Pakistan to England due to the 
cruel and discriminatory regime of 
General Zia-ul-Haq. Through God 
Almighty’s Grace the UK Jama‘at 
had long been established and 
because of this, they were able to 
assist Hadrat Khalifatul Masih IV" 
immediately as he set up offices in 
London so that the future progress 
of the Jama‘at would not be 
hindered. 


The UK Jama‘at was particularly 
blessed that in 1924 Hadrat Musleh 
Mau'ud™" chose the country for 
his first foreign tour as Khalifatul 
Masih. He had been invited to 
address the ‘Conference of Living 
Religions’ that was to be held at 
Wembley in September 1924. Thus 
along with twelve companions, 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud” travelled 
to London, breaking his journey 
at Damascus, Palestine and Egypt. 
He also passed through Italy and 
France. His arrival in the UK was 
greeted with widespread media 
coverage and warmth from the 
general public. On September 23, 
1924, Chaudhary Muhammad 
Zafarullah Khan Sahib read out 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud’s" a paper 
which was later published as a 
book entitled ‘Ahmadiyyat the true 
Islam.’ The paper was designed to 
highlight the true Islamic teachings 
and purpose of the advent of the 
Promised Messiah*. His lecture 
was greatly received and again 
coverage was given in the media. 
The Manchester Guardian wrote: 


“The sensation of the conference 
so far was an appearance this 
afternoon of a new sect of 
Islam, which claims to have 
been founded 34 years ago by 


the Messiah of Biblical and 
other prophecy and to have 
an express divine command to 
lead mankind to God through 
Islam. A white-turbaned, 
black-bearded 
radiant, pleasing countenance, 
who described himself as his 
Holiness the Khilafat Al Messiah 
Alhaj, the Mirza Bashirud- Din 
Mahmud Ahmad - or for short 
his Holiness Khalifatul Masih — 
presented this bold claim in a 
paper entitled “The Ahmadiyya 
Movement in Islam.’ He did 
not read his paper himself but 


Indian of a 


said a few sentences in excellent 
English...He had, he added, a 
million followers all over the 
world. He was accompanied 
on the platform by a few 
supporters who wore green 
turbans, and another, who wore 
a red fez, read his paper with 
expert efficiency... The paper, 
it must be added, was followed 
with much more applause than 
any of its predecessors.” 


Dr. Walter Walsh, who had 
organised the conference and who 
was a famous clergyman said after 
hearing Hudur’s address, that the 
speech had caused him to draw the 
conclusion that Islam certainly was 
a living and vibrant religion. 


During that tour of 1924 Hadrat 
Musleh Mau‘ud” also laid the 
foundation the first 
Mosque in the United Kingdom, 
which was to be called ‘Masjid 
Fazl’ — ‘the Mosque of Blessings’. 
This mosque would go on to play 


stone for 


a major role in the history of the 
Jama ‘at. Following the migration of 
Hadrat Khalifatul Masih IV"" in 1984 
this mosque became the mosque 
of the Khalifa and so performed a 
role as the centre of the worldwide 
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community. 


Despite having very little formal 
education, Hadrat Musleh Maud"™ 
was well versed in all matters. 
His capacity for knowledge was 
seemingly limitless. The root of all 
his knowledge was his utter love for 
the Holy Qur’an. His knowledge 
of each and every verse was 
encyclopaedic and this knowledge 
he did not keep to himself but 
constantly endeavoured to spread 
far and wide. Thus, throughout 
his life, he continually delivered 
sermons and lectures on the Holy 
Qur’an. His commentaries, Tafsir- 
e-Saghir and Tafsir-e-Kabir, were a 
service not just for the Jama‘at but 
a service for all of mankind. Part of 
the prophecy concerning his birth 
stated that the Promised Son would 
be sent as a means to manifest the 
true status of the Qur’an to others 
and most certainly he fulfilled that 
role to the letter. Even his opponents 
were forced to accept his mastery 
of the Qur’an. Whilst addressing a 
crowd of his own supporters one 
well known opponent and_ local 
Muslim leader, Maulvi Zafar Ali 
Khan said: 


“Listen carefully, you and your 
followers will never be able to 
compete with Mirza Mahmud 
Ahmad. Mirza Mahmud _ has 
the Qur’an and he has got 
knowledge of it. What have you 
got?” (Aik Khaufnak Saazish 
p-196 by Mazhar Ali Azhar) 


and media outlets 
also felt compelled to praise 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud’s™ 
commentaries. One Dutch 
Newspaper ‘Dewaagsohel’ wrote 


Academics 


that in the introduction given by 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud”™ to the 
Holy Qur’an he had presented the 


teachings of the Qur’an as ‘superior 
to the teachings of the Bible and 
Vedas’. 


The love Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™ 
had for the Holy Qur’an was not only 
manifest in his speeches or written 
works. Indeed it was displayed 
at all times both in his public and 
private lives. One of his nephews 
and son-in- law, the late Sahibzada 
M.M. Ahmad narrated an incident 
from his own childhood, when he 
said that Hadrat Musleh Mau‘td™ 
had said to him and other children 
who were gathered that: 


“The Holy Qur’an is like an 


ocean of wisdom. You should 
inculcate the habit to read 
it seriously, ponder over its 


meanings and come out with 
gems of wisdom.” 


Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud’s" love 
for the Holy Qur’an was mirrored 
by his love for the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad". Any 
mocking of the Prophet caused 
him unparalleled grief. He felt 


abuse or 


particular anguish that the majority 
of non-Ahmadi Muslims claimed 
that by believing in the Promised 
Messiah?s, Ahmadi Muslims 
had somehow insulted the Holy 


Prophet®. In a book he wrote during 
the first year of his Khilafat entitled 
‘Haqigat-tul-Nabuwwat’ he spoke 
of this distress. He said: 


“Ignorant men blame us that 
by believing in the Promised 
Messiah* as a Prophet we 
insulted the Holy Prophet* 
of Islam. What do they know 
about the state of one’s heart? 
How could they fathom the 
great love, deep affection and 
high reverence we have for 
the Holy Prophet**? And what 
do they understand, how the 
love for the Holy Prophet* 
penetrated my heart. He is my 


life, my heart, my desire. In his 
slavery is my honour and his 
shoe-bearing, is more valuable 
to me than the Imperial Throne. 
The control of Seven Continents 
is nothing in comparison to the 
honour of sweeping his home. 
He is the beloved of the Lord.” 


Despite the many clear signs that 
he was the Musleh Mau ‘ad, Hadrat 
Mirza  Bashirud-Din Mahmud 
Ahmad" repeatedly refused to make 
the claim of Musleh Mau‘ud until 
he was directed by God Almighty. 
Members of the Jama‘at were 
keen for him to confirm himself, 
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as it seemed clear that he was the 
fulfilment of the grand prophecy. 
Yet showing once again that he had 
no ego or self-ambition he chose 
not to make any announcement 
until in 1944 he was informed by 
God Almighty that he was the true 
fulfilment of the prophecy and that 
he should inform the world. Thus 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud” travelled 
to Hoshiarpur where the Promised 
Messiah* had received the glad 
tidings of his birth and proclaimed 
in public that he was the fulfilment 
of that prophecy. Thereafter he 
travelled to other parts of India 
and publicly proclaimed his 
status. By doing so he was not in 
any way trying to exaggerate or 
highlight his own status but was 
merely highlighting the truth of the 
Promised Messiah* and the Majesty 
of God Almighty. Later that year at 
Jalsa Salana Qadian he elaborated 
on this point. He said: 


“Please do remember that I am 
not laying claim to any nobility 
for myself. I am only a Sign 
of the Transcendent Power of 
God, the Exalted; and for the 
purpose of establishing the 
grandeur of the Holy Prophet 
God, the 
Exalted, has designated me 
as the instrument. My claim 
neither extends beyond this, nor 
would I be glad to be associated 


Muhammadsa, 


with any other claim.”(pg.66 - 
68 of the speech by Hadrat Al 
Musleh al-Mau‘ud™, delivered 
on December 28, 1944 in 
Qadian) 
This article has focused very much 
on the public aspect of Hadrat 
Musleh Mau'‘td’s™ life. However 
it should never be ignored that 
despite his vast responsibilities he 
never once neglected his personal 


responsibilities. To give but one 
example, Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud™ 
was greatly loved by his mother, 
Hadrat Amma Jan”. This love 
was wholly reciprocal. After the 
demise of the Promised Messiah’, 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud” took full 
responsibility for the care of his 
beloved mother. He catered for 
her every need and even though 
he was so busy he made it part of 
his routine that every evening he 
would go and spend some time 
with his mother, normally after the 
Maghrib prayer. And when he was 
away on travel he would normally 
take her with him. 


Through God’s Grace Hadrat 
Amma Jan" lived a long and 
blessed life. When she passed away 
on 20th April 1952 it was the desire 
of Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud” for 
her to be buried in Qadian next to 
the Promised Messiah**, however 
conditions were difficult as the 
wounds of Partition were still raw. 
Nevertheless Hadrat Musleh 
Mau ‘ud” instructed the Jama‘at to 
make efforts for the repatriation of 
her body back to Qadian. Contact 
was duly made with the Indian 
High Commission and they agreed 
to treat this as a special case and 
stated that the body of Hadrat 
Amma Jan™ could be taken back 
to Qadian and escorted by up 
to twenty Ahmadis. When this 
news was given to Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud™ he immediately refused 
the offer and said that the status of 
Hadrat Amma Jan™ was such that a 
minimum of 10,000 Ahmadis were 
needed to escort her body back to 
Qadian and thus he could not accept 
such an offer. This showed not only 
the love but also deep respect that 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘td™ had for 
his beloved mother. 


Only a glimpse has been given about 
the life of Hadrat Musleh Mau‘ud”™, 
indeed 
have not even been mentioned. His 
services to the Muslim Ummah for 
example through the foundation 
and subsequent Presidency of the 
All India Kashmir Committee in 
1931 which was set up to safeguard 
the basic human rights of Muslims 
in Kashmir who faced persecution.

Indeed even organisations that 
were opposed to the Jamaiat 
could not help but be impressed 
by his service. Regarding his role 
in Kashmir the newspaper ‘Siasat’ 
wrote: 


“At the time when the condition 
of Kashmir was critical, those 
who chose Hadrat Mirza Sahib 
despite doctrinal differences 
made a perfect choice. Had they 
not chosen Mirza Sahib this 
movement would have ended 
in utter failure and would have 
resulted in a major loss for the 
Muslim Ummah.” (Tehrik-e- 
Ahmadiyyat p.113, May 18, 
1933) 


Then Hadrat Musleh Mau‘td’s” 
service to Pakistan itself, forit was he 
who sent messages to Muhammad 
Ali Jinnah to return from London 
and to strive for the creation of an 
independent Muslim State. It is a 
tragedy of epic proportions that in 
Pakistan the Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Jama at has a long history of being 
subject to the utmost cruelty and 
hatred. The vast majority of the 
public are not aware that if it were 
not for the efforts of Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘ud" then Pakistan might 
never have been created and thus 
Muslims would have continued to 
live in oppression in an all-inclusive 
Indian State. During such periods 
of crisis Hadrat Musleh Mau ‘ud 
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often did not sleep for nights on 
end, he would devote himself to his 
work and to his prayers for the sake 
of the nation.

Truly he was the Promised 
Reformer both in spirit and deed.

believe in God and deny and reject 
His religion and His Book and His 
Holy Messenger, Muhammad, the 
chosen one, on whom be peace, 
may be confronted with a clear Sign 
and the way of the guilty ones may 
become manifest. 


Rejoice, therefore, that a handsome 
and pure boy will be bestowed on 
thee. Thou wilt receive an intelligent 
youth who will be of thy seed and 
will be of thy progeny. A handsome 
and pure boy will come as your 
guest. His name is Emmanuel and 
Bashir. He has been invested with a 
holy spirit, and he will be free from 
all impurity. He is the light of Allah. 
Blessed is he who comes from 
heaven. He will be characterised by 
grandeur, greatness and wealth. He 
will come into the world and will 
heal many of their ills through his 
Messianic qualities and through 
the blessings of the Holy Spirit. He 
is the Word of Allah, for Allah’s 
mercy and honour have equipped 
him with the Word of Majesty. He 
will be extremely intelligent and 
understanding and will be meek 
of heart and will be filled with 
secular and spiritual knowledge.

This grand prophecy 
vouchsafed unto Hadrat Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad?*, the Promised 
Messiah and Holy Founder of the 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. 
He had been in retreat for 40 days 
devoting himself entirely in solitude 
to Divine worship and supplication. 
Having completed his period of 40 
days, he announced on February 
20, 1886 that during the period of 
his retreat he had been honoured

Hadrat Mirza Bashirudin Mahmud

of this grand prophecy. To live up 
to the many qualities mentioned 
in the prophecy is inconceivable 
for an ordinary person, but the 
Promised Reformer was to fulfill 
the various aspects of his role most 
magnificently. It was the decree of 
Allah, the Almighty. His period 
of Khilafat for nearly 52 years was 
a golden period in the history 
of the Ahmadiyya 
and of Islam, one that is 
remembered with pride 
to this day, and he will be 
remembered forever and

ever. This article outlines 
the major achievements of 
his particularly 
with regards to the progress 
of Ahmadiyyat.

In fact, his achievements 
begin quite some time 
before his Khilafat. He 
formed Majlis Tashiz-ul- 
Azhan at the young age of 
17, a committee that was 
later to start a monthly 
publication by this name. 
This showed 
the great intelligence and 
capability that God had 
endowed him with, but the 
good way he used this by 
initiating a publication that 


not only 


so many children still enjoy 
and benefit from even today. 
The Promised Reformer™ 
was its first editor. In 1913, 
he also started the AI-Fazl, which 
is a daily publication. It is the 
official organ of the Ahmadiyya 
Community. These two examples 
highlight his sincere dedication to 
serve Ahmadiyyat right from an 
early age. A few years later, in 1908, 
while still only 19 years old, he 
displayed a clearly unique single- 
minded resolve. It was the year 


that his holy father, the Promised 
Messiah* passed away. While 
standing by his body, he promised 
that even if all the others deserted 
him, he would strive to continue the 
mission of the Promised Messiah*. 


History bears witness to how true 
he was to this pledge. This was 
not just an emotional claim at a 
sad time but a sincere one. At the 
young age of 25, in 1914, he was 


elected as the Second Khalifa to the 


Promised Messiah*. There were 
many at that time that doubted 
his ability and maturity at such a 
young age. A small section of the 
community even refused to take 
the Baiat or Oath of Allegiance at 
his hand and went their own way 
to form the Lahori Ahmadi group. 
But God had assured the Promised 


Messiah* that this Promised Son” 
of his would grow rapidly. And 
as was the decree of Allah, in the 
years of his Khilafat to follow, the 
Ahmadiyya Community became 
a truly dynamic force. It became 
organised and began to expand 
rapidly as had not been seen before 
to all parts of the world. 


The Promised Reformer played a 
key part in this. As with all things, 
organisation is a_ vital 
precondition for success. 
But this was even more so in 
the case of the Ahmadiyya 
Community, for which God 
had promised that it would 
spread all over the world. 
The Promised Reformer 
realised this 
changes that we still thrive 


and made 


on today. The propagation 
of the message of Islam 
was so important to him 
that in April 1914, just one 
month into his Khilafat, he 
called a Consultative Body 
Majlis-e-Shura 
particularly for deliberating 
the dissemination of the 
message of Islam. By 
1922, Majlis-e-Shiira was 
established as a permanent 
institution the 
and is 


known as 


within 
Community 
convened annually or as 
is necessary to deliberate 
important policy matters of 
the Community. This blessed idea, 
mentioned in the Holy Qur’an, 
is now one of the great features 
of Ahmadiyyat that no one else 
can claim to have. In fact, it is an 
institution in Islam second only to 
Khilafat. 


In April 1919, various departments 
known as Nazarats were set up. 
This was indeed a very profound 
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landmark in the 
Ahmadiyyat, which consolidated 
its structure of

and increased its _ efficiency 
tremendously. Inthe years to follow, 
the Community was divided into 
various 
Lajna Ima’illah was the first of these. 


Created in December 1922, it was 


auxiliary organisations. 


an organisation for ladies above 
the age of fifteen. In 1928, Majlis 
Nasirat-ul-Ahmadiyya was formed 
for girls under the age of 15. Then 
in December 1938, Majlis Khuddam- 
ul-Ahmadiyya was born. This was 
for young men between the ages 
of 15 and 40. Majlis Ansarullah, for 
men above 40, was established in 
July 1940 along with Majlis Atfal- 
ul-Ahmadiyya for boys under the 
age of 15. With these auxiliary 
the different 
groups in the Community could 
then be activated to work towards 


organisations, all 


the common goals of Ahmadiyyat, 
namely to spread the message of 
the true Islam, in whatever way 
was appropriate. It was for this 
specific task that in May 1928, he 
re-inaugurated Jamia Ahmadiyya, 
an elite institution for the training 
of those who wished to devote 
their entire lives for the service of 
Islam and become missionaries 
of a high calibre. This idea was so 
useful and successful that we now 
have similar Jami‘as not only in 
Rabwah and Qadian, but also in 
Indonesia and various countries of 
West Africa. In this regard, it must 
also be mentioned that he was also 
responsible for the full-scale launch 
of the scheme for Wagf-Zindagi, 
or dedicating one’s life for the 
service of Islam. This was done as 
early as 1917. This revolutionary 
scheme has, by the Grace of Allah, 
become a distinguishing mark 


of the Ahmadiyya Community. 
Ahmadiyyat has spread, by the 
Grace of Allah, as a result of these 
volunteers, who have chosen this 
noble work over everything else, 
and solely to gain the pleasure of 
Allah, not enticed by any worldly 
gain. The great sacrifices made and 
being made by these devotees will, 
through Divine grace, be written 
in golden words in the history of 
Ahmadiyyat. And credit is certainly 
due to the Promised Reformer” for 
starting this. 


While he had high desires and 
expectations for the progress of the 
Community, he also looked after 
its welfare. An example of this is 
that he established the first ever 
orphanage in Ahmadiyya history. 
This was in Qadian, in 1919. This 
fulfilled a very important need of the 
Community, and was an example 
to all of the high qualities of Islam 
that Ahmadi Muslims wished 
to spread. He also established a 
judicial system in the Community, 
known as Darul-Qadha, in 1925. 
This provided the Community 
with a very easy, fair, economic and 
dignified way for Ahmadi Muslims 
to get their internal disputes settled, 
in accordance with the teachings 
this has 
continued to operate throughout 
the world. The Promised Reformer™ 
was also a great educationist, 


of Islam. Ever since, 


deeply interested in increasing 
the educational and _ intellectual 
standards of all men and women. 
For this purpose, he established an 
institute for scientific research. For 
ladies, he established a Madrassa, 
started a theology class and laid 
the foundation of the Nusrat Girls 
School in Qadian. These, 
many more institutions of similar 


and 


nature, played a very important 


role in enhancing the standard of 
education within the Community, 
and are fine examples of how much 
emphasis Islam lays on acquiring 
knowledge, and also on the duty of 
both men and women to do so. 


He became the perfect leader that 
the Community needed. God 
Almighty had declared him, in 
the words of the prophecy, to be 
a ‘key of success and victory.’ He not 
only guided the Community most 
skillfully, but also enabled the 
Community to serve the cause of 
Islam as a whole. He himself was 
a great champion of Islam who 
always grabbed every opportunity 
of serving and defending the 
cause of Islam. Through his noble 
example, he created the same 
zeal and dedication amongst the 
members of the Community and 
encouraged them to uphold the 
banner of Islam flying high at 
all times. The Shuddi Camp is a 
case in point. In 1923, the Hindus 
launched a widespread campaign 
to convert Muslims to Hinduism 
in the Indian subcontinent. The 
Promised Reformer” immediately 
rose to the occasion and launched a 
counter-campaign. He set up ‘this’ 
organisation (the Suddi Camp), 
where 150 trained members of the 
Community began preaching. This 
proved such a success that not only 
were Muslims no longer being led 
astray, Hindus started coming into 
the fold of Islam. Allah showed, as 
He has on so many occasions, that 
the supposedly weak can overcome 
the mighty. As a result of this well- 
planned action, the Hindu designs 
were utterly frustrated. Prominent 
Muslim leaders with 
gratitude openly acknowledged 
this fact. In this respect, even one 
of the most outspoken and hostile 


immense 
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newspapers, Zameendar, had to 
admit the following: 
‘The dedication, zeal, 


compassion and enthusiasm 
with which Ahmadi Muslims 
have taken part in this campaign 
is so sublime that every Muslim 
is genuinely proud of it’. (The 
Daily Zameendar —- Lahore, 
January 24, 1923) 


In the following year, in 1924, he 
attended the Wembley Conference 
of Religions in London, where he 
presented the message of Islam 
before believers in other religions. 
In doing so, he became the first 
successor to the Promised Messiah** 
to travel abroad for propagating 
the message of Islam. His famous 
lecture, later on published in a book 
entitled Ahmadiyyat: The True Islam, 
was eloquently read out by Hadrat 
Chaudhry Muhammad Zafrulla 
Khan". It was well received and 
greatly appreciated by all. 


The Promised Reformer™ was not 
a politician. He was a divine and 
religious person and gifted with 
qualities of head and heart. He 
also had a deep understanding 
and insight into political matters. 
A couple of examples illustrate the 
case in point. In 1930, the dispute 
over Kashmir was becoming a

at the repeated requests of the 
respectable Muslim leaders of 
India. The famous poet, Alama 
Iqbal proposed his name, and to the 
delight of all, he was elected to lead 
the All-India Kashmir Committee 
as its first President. He strove 
hard for the rights of the oppressed 
Kashmiri people. It was a struggle 
for humanity and justice, as well as 
for fellow Muslims. The first ever 


Kashmir Day was celebrated under 
his guidance. His dedicated services 
in this cause are indeed a part of 
history that no one can overlook. 
After the partition, in June 1948, 
he raised a battalion of Ahmadi 
Muslim volunteers, named _ the 
Furqan Force to fight along with the 
Pakistani Army for the liberation 
of Kashmir. There were many 
successes and fine examples of 
bravery among the Ahmadi Muslim 
fighters, openly acknowledged by 
the then Commander-in-Chief. He 


put the name of Ahmadiyyat in 
history forever. Sadly though, these 
services are all but forgotten by most 
of the people, and today Pakistan is 
paying the price for its deplorable 
ingratitude. His the 
freedom of over 30 countries in the 
world. Though this was not through 
his direct efforts in all cases, it can 
be argued that the decree of Allah 
was at work. In the case of many

countries winning their freedom, 
the Promised Reformer was really 
the person behind it. Hadrat 
Chaudhry Muhammad Zafrullah 
Khan* was his able spokesman 
in the UN General Assembly. 
The Promised Reformer™ was his 


source of guidance. In any case, the 
part of the prophecy that said he 
would be the means of procuring 
the release of those held in bondage 
was fulfilled. 


The Promised Reformer’, during 
these difficult times, did not at 
all neglect the Community. On 
the contrary, he took measures to 
ensure that the Community would 
be resilient and self subsisting. In 


1934, there was a nation-wide anti- 
Ahmadiyya movement launched 
by the Ahrar group, their declared 


mission being to eradicate the name 
of Ahmadiyyat from the surface 
of the earth. This was the design 
of the enemy of Ahmadiyyat; 
but Allah Almighty had His own 
scheme of things. He enabled 
the Promised Reformer™ to steer 
the ship of Ahmadiyyat to safety 
while also laying the foundations 
of its global victory. Reference is 
made here to the establishment of 
Tahrik Jadid, the fund he set up for 
the propagation of the message 
of Islam in foreign countries that 
is still active today. Presently, the 
Community is well established in 
nearly 176 countries of the world 


with thousands of mosques, 
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mission centres, hospitals, clinics, 
schools, colleges 
presses dedicated to the service of 


and _ printing 


Islam. These are all the sweet fruits 
of Tahrik Jadid. Along with this 
was Wagf-e-Jadid, started in 1958. 
It was for similar purposes, with 
particular emphasis on preaching 
in the rural areas of Pakistan, India 
and Bangladesh. There was a new 
drive for the propagation of Islam. 
Ahmadiyyat began to spread like 
no one had imagined. The message 
now reached the masses of people 
the 
At the same time, missionaries 


within rural communities. 
were being deployed all over the 
world to form centres that are 
now well established and bearing 
great fruits. Part of the success 
was due to the way the Promised 
Reformer™ inspired the members 
of the Community to contribute. 
He laid down guidelines such as 
only cooking one dish for meals. 
Simple though it was, it created a 
collective spirit of sacrifice not seen 
in any other community. It brought 
about simplicity and maximised 
the resources of the Community. 


Perhaps his greatest achievement 
was his outstanding contribution to 
literature. Thoughhehad noworldly 
qualifications, he clearly displayed 
the ability that he was promised by 
Allah in both religious and secular 
knowledge. He liberated the world 
from old and corrupted ideas 
and beliefs. He wrote about two 
hundred books on various topics, 
including argumentative books, 
books on history, jurisprudence, 
politics, Kashmir, and also one 
hundred on Ahmadiyyat. Some 
of the notable ones are Invitation 
to Ahmadiyyat, Economic Structure 
of Islam, Remembrance of Allah, and 
Introduction to the Study of the Holy 


Qur’an (an extract from this book 
follows as a separate article). The 
latter was one of many of his works 
on the theme of the Holy Qur’an. 
This was the area of his greatest 
success. Very early on, he began 
the practice of a regular Dars-ul- 
Qur'an, an educational session for 
propounding the deeper meaning 
of Qur’anic verses. He was granted 
a remarkable understanding of the 
Qur’an by Allah, which he passed 
on to the Community. He himself 
said that he was a teacher to the 
world. He was granted knowledge 
that was previously undisclosed. 
He delivered over three hundred 
talks on Surah-Fatiha, the opening 
chapter of the Holy Qur'an, alone. 
He went on to write over 6000 
pages on the subject of the Holy 
Qur’an, including the ten glorious 
volumes of Tafsir-e Kabir, an in- 
depth commentary, and also the 
more brief commentary, Tafsir-e 
Saghir. There was thus something 
for everyone to benefit from. He 
also followed the Promised Messiah 
in writing a great many poems that 
are now compiled in the collection 
entitled Kalam-e-Mahmud. He was 
so confident in the knowledge God 
had given to him that he invited 
anyone to discuss any matter with 
him to witness this fact. Being a 
teacher to the whole world, he took 
on the painstaking task for the first 
time of translating the word of God 
so that it could be understood by all. 
During the period of his Khilafat, 
the Holy Qur’an was translated 
completely in no less than sixteen 
languages. On this foundation, the 
Community continued to build, 
and now, by the grace of Allah, 
more than fifty translations are 
complete. 


Another landmark in Ahmadiyyat 


was just after the time of the 
partition. Many Muslims, including 
many Ahmadis, were forced to flee 
from India and the Community 
was in a delicate position, without 
any headquarters to operate from. 
But then, under Divine indication, 
a piece of barren land was bought 
to set up the new headquarters of 
the Community in Pakistan. This 
was, of course, Rabwah, founded in 
September 20, 1948. To begin with, 
it had only mud huts on an area that 
was considered uninhabitable. But 
the idea proved a wise investment 
and became the active centre of 
the Community and an exemplary 
town in its peaceful environment. 
Qadian also benefited from him 
with the completion of Minarat- 
ul-Masih, the 
Construction had begun in the 
life of the Promised Messiah but 
was not completed.

He was indeed a 
sign of the glory and power of God. 
There now follows one of the many 
tributes paid to him. Under the 
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heading of A Great Nation-Builder, 
the Editor of The Light wrote: 
‘The death of Mirza Bashirud- 
Din Mahmud Ahmad, head of the 
Ahmadiyya movement, rang the 
curtain down on a most eventful 
career, packed with a multitude 
of far-reaching enterprises. A man 
of versatile genius and dynamic 
personality, there was hardly any

Advice To A Missionary 


Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din Mahmud Ahmad" 


These directions were given in writing 
by Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din 
Mahmud Ahmad", to Maulana Q. 
Abdullah B.A., B.T., on the occasion 
of his departure for England as a 
missionary. The date is not mentioned 
but is likely in the mid 1930s or 1940s. 


(Reproduced from the Review of 
Religions) 


“I seek refuge with Allah against 
Satan the Rejected. I begin with the 
name of God, the Beneficent, and 
the Merciful. We praise and glorify 
Him and invoke blessings on His 
revered Prophet*. 


I commit you to God who is one and 
who has neither wife nor son. May 
He be your guardian, helper, guide 
teacher, and leader. Amin! The task 
with which you have been entrusted 
is an onerous one. I should say it is 
beyond the power of man. It cannot 
be accomplished without His help. 
The heart of man is in His hands. 
The regeneration and purification 
of heart are His work. You should, 
therefore, repose complete trust 
in Him. Never entertain even for 
a moment the idea that you are 
capable of doing anything. Your 
heart should be ever full of Divine 
love and you should steer clear 
of pride and boasting. Humiliate 
yourself before God whenever 


you meet an opponent. Banish 
the idea from your mind that you 
will answer him - nay, even assure 
yourself that you know nothing. 
Forget all that you know, yet at the 
same time have firm faith that God 
is with you and He will instruct 
you in all things. Pray to God and 
do not entertain for even a moment 
the idea that your adversary will 
get the better of you. Rest assured 
that you will be victorious. But at 
the same time, keep in view the 
Divine independence (ghina) and 
bear in mind that He does not stand 
in need of human help. He, who is 
proud of his knowledge, is brought 
low even though he is working for 
the Divine cause. At the same time, 
Divine help is not extended to him 
who is over-awed by his enemy. 
So there should be neither pride, 
nor boasting, nor fear, nor again 
perturbation of mind. Bear yourself 
with all humility and faith and 
face the enemy resolutely. Nothing 
will overcome you. Even if your 
opponent asks of you what you do 
not know, the angels of God will 
come to your help and your tongue 
will flow with truth, and Divine 
inspiration will instruct you in all 
that you require. This is the truth, 
doubt it not. The opponent against 
whom you are being sent is not to 


be regarded as an ordinary one. For 
three hundred years, rather more 
than that, the Muslim missionaries 
have in vain tried to win him over. 
He has baffled their attempts at 
every step. Yet there is no cause for 
despair, because the Din-i-Haq that 
has hitherto fought him was not the 
real and living Din-i-Haq. It was 
only a lifeless skeleton. Who can 
dispute the fact that even a child 
can overthrow a skeleton? Attack 
him with the weapons of the real 
and living Din-i-Haq and he will of 
himself run away. 


Europe is now steeped in 
materialism and is the mine of all 
sciences. Itis proud of its knowledge 
and is puffed up with the thought 
that what it thinks to be civilization 
is the real civilization and that all 
else is barbarism. People, finding 
it so far advanced in science, are 
over awed by its extravagant claims 
while as a matter of fact, the sciences 
of Europe cannot be measured 
against the knowledge contained 
in the Qur’an. Europe’s theories are 
subject to constant change while 
the Qur’anic truths are eternal 
and unchangeable. Hence he 
who believes in the Holy Qur’an 
cannot for a second be cowed 
down before Europe. If he studies 
Europe’s civilization in the light 
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of the Holy Qur’an, it will appear 
to him anything but civilization 
and its bright pearls will appear 
no more than mere oyster shells. 
Therefore, never be dismayed by 
the theories of Europe. If they ever 
begin to vitiate your mind, take to 
the study of the Holy Qur’an and 
the works of the Holy Founder of 
the Ahmadiyya Jama’at and you 
will find such knowledge therein 
as will counteract its unhealthy 
influence. Bear in mind that you 
are going to conquer Europe and 
not be conquered by it. Do not be 
afraid of its pretensions for they are 
utterly baseless. Do not yield to the 
irreligious influences of Europe. 
But try to bring Europe round 
to the civilization of Din-i-Haq; 
remembering at the same time the 
injunction of the Holy Prophet* i.e., 
‘Convey glad tidings to the people 
and scare them not away. Speak 
gently.’ 

I do not mean to say that you should 
hide the truth because that will 
mean ruining your mission. Speak 
the truth boldly. What I mean to 
say is that Europe is suffering 
from certain maladies. Do not 
refuse a person from entering into 
the fold of Din-i-Haq who accepts 
all the fundamental principles of 
it, but is unable to give up all his 
weaknesses at once. If he is willing 
to slowly give up his errors and 
mend his ways, we should not be 
uncompromising in our demands. 
Do not narrow the bounds of the 
Divine Kingdom, however, never 
hesitate to speak the truth. Do not 
take away from the expression of 
true beliefs. Convey the truth to 
others and do not for a moment 
think of others’ rejection of it. Let 
them disbelieve if they choose to 
do so, but why should you make 


yourself guilty in the sight of God 
by concealing the truth? He is a fool 
indeed who, in order to prevent 
his comrade from taking poison, 
himself takes a large quantity of 
it. You, yourself, have a prior right 
to your care. So if people reject the 
truth, you should not be tempted 
to interpret the Word of God as to 
make it palatable to your audience. 
Din-i-Haq does not stand in need 
of such preaching. This would be 
victory for Christianity and not for 
Din-i-Haq. Do not swerve even a 
hair’s breadth from the point where 
Din-i-Haq has made you stand. 
Stand your ground firmly and you 
will find people flocking to you 
in large numbers. Even an enemy 
will hate the underhand policy of 
relinquishing the truth for the sake 
of making converts. 


Observe decent economy in food 
and dress. It is true that people do 
not like to see things against their 
etiquette. But if they once come 
to realize the fear of God and not 
a desire to offend their cherished 
tastes or feeling, they will come to 
love and revere you. It is not lawful 
to eat the flesh of an animal that 
has been killed from the back side 
of the neck or suffocated to death. 
The Qur'an forbids it and the Holy 
Founder, on inquiry from the 
intending passengers for England, 
also forbade it. But if the Jews or 
Christians slaughter a clean animal 
by the throat, whether they recite 
the name of God or not, it is lawful 
for you to eat of its flesh. Begin 
eating it with the name of God. 
The Jews, I hear, are very careful 
about the matter of slaughtering 
animals for eating. You may eat 
that flesh without any misgiving. 
As the Christians slaughter animals 
from the backside of the neck or kill 


them by suffocation you should be 
careful about the flesh procurable 
at their shops or hotels. It is lawful 
for you to eat food cooked by them. 
Flesh of fish as well as that of a 
clean animal shot with a gun is also 
allowed. There is no harm in eating 
of the same plate with a Christian; 
for it is not man that is unclean; it 
is the unclean thing that makes 
him unclean. You are not allowed 
to shake hands with woman; try 
to explain beforehand in the best 
possible way. A lady came to see 
the Holy Founder. He informed 
her that the Holy Prophet* did not 
take the hands of ladies in his hand, 
as it was usual for him to do so in 
the case of men, while performing 
ba‘it. This involves no derogation 
of women; for just as a man is not 
allowed to shake hands with a 
woman other than his near relative, 
similarly, a woman is not allowed 
to shake hands with a stranger. 
To remove sin, Din-i-Haq strikes 
at the very root. Such precautions 
are safeguards against evil. Always 
speak gently and thoughtfully. 
Never be in haste. Do not give 
your answer in a hurried manner; 
never try to evade the question. Try 
to make others understand with a 
sincerity rooted in love. Be gentle 
even when opposed by harshness. 
Try to do good to everyone, no 
matter what creed he professes, so 
that he may appreciate the beauty 
and holy character of Din-i-Haq. 
Look after those that may, with 
God’s grace, be enabled to accept 
Din-i-Haq through you. Take care 
of them even as a shepherd does 
of his flock. Help them in their 
religious and worldly difficulties to 
the best of your powers. Share all 
their troubles in a brotherly way. 
Pray to God for the strengthening 
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of their faith. 


Pay special attention to the study 
of the English language. Maintain 
a respectful and obedient attitude 
to Chaudhri Fateh Mohammad. 
As long as he is there, try to act 
according to his 
consistently with the teachings of 
Din-i-Haq. Cooperate with him 
with love and affection and be not 
in any way a hindrance in his way.

Be an active partner in his labours. 
Your relations should be governed 
by such mutual regard and love as 
may elicit wonder and admiration 
from the people there. 


Study the Holy Qur’an and the 
traditions 
acquaintance with the writings 
of the Holy Founder’. Study 
Christian literature and Christian 
theology thoroughly. It would be 


and have a_ perfect 


an advantage to make a constant 
study of some of the books on the 
exposition of the Law, for it is also 
very important, because you shall 
have to enlighten people there on 
the minute practical details of the 
Din-i-Haq Law. Let people see and 
feel the unity of the Ahmadiyya 
Movement and the need for it. There 
should be no mincing about the 
fact that Din-i-Haq and Ahmadiyya 
Movement are two different things. 
They are but two names for the 
same thing, try to efface from the 
minds of the people the idea that 
the Ahmadiyya Movement is only 
the name of a society. Teach them 
the tenets of Ahmadiyyat, which 
means Din-i-Haq, i.e., to give up 
one’s desires and_ resign oneself 


to the will of God. The people of 
Europe do not hesitate even to 
question the existence of God. They 
wish to have religion according to 
their own ways of thinking. With all 
their legitimate liberty and freedom 
in worldly concerns, they must be 
made to recognize the necessity for 
submitting to Divine Law. Do not 
be over anxious about the number 
of converts but be particularly 
solicitous for true converts. Try 
and from words, lead them on to 
actions. You have seldom been 
across a horse, but you are now 
going to bestride a lion. Many are 
there who tried to do so but instead 
of getting on its back, they were 
gulped down into its stomach. 
Pray to God that this lion may 
tamely submit to you. Pray to God 
whenever you are in any difficulty. 
If your need is immediate and 
urgent, and the time is too short for 
a reply from me, then post a letter 
to me and pray to God fervently. 
It is possible that you may get a 
solution to your difficulty even 
before a reply from me. The ways 
of God are wonderful and beyond 
conceiving. He is omniscient and all 
Powerful. Try to imbibe Sufi ideas. 
Moderation in food, speech and 
sleep is a good remedy. Tahajjud 
(praying in the latter part of the 
night) is a good weapon against 
the influences of 
Europe, because people there retire 
to bed late in the night to wake 
up when the sun is high up. Go to 
bed immediately after you have 
said the ‘Isha prayers. It would, of 


materialistic 


course, interfere a little with your 
missionary work but have trust 
in God. He will make good your 
loss in another way. People will be 
drawn towards you themselves. 
Visit the rural population and 
preach to the poor, the peasants and 
the labouring classes. These people 
will readily listen to the Word 
of God and develop spirituality 
more rapidly and effectively than 
the well-to-do classes, because the 
former are comparatively simpler 
and quicker to grasp the truth than 
the latter. Stay for a month or two 
somewhere near London at some 
little hamlet and there, begin your 
work with trust in God and then 
wait for the result. It is true that 
people are sometimes harsh and 
even rude, but when they will 
realize the truth, it will not be a half- 
hearted affair. Do not lose heart on 
account of their harshness. A patient 
never takes a medicine joyfully. 
Consult me before you undertake 
an important task. God be with you 
and preserve you against every evil 
influence and give you strength and 
power to do good deeds. May your 
words be inspiring. Bear in mind 
that England is a land of freedom 
and liberty. There may be some evil 
minded men intriguing against the 
British Government. See that you 
not only guard yourself against the 
evil influence of such men, but try 
to save others from falling victims 
to the same influence.” 


Hadrat Khalifatul Masih II? 


Hadrat Mirza Nasir Ahmad Khaltfatul Masth III"

This is the first sermon of His Holiness, 
Hadrat Khalifatul Masih III", after his 
election as Khalifa. It was delivered 
on November 12, 1965. He describes 
the fulfillment of a grand prophecy 
made by Hadrat Khalifatul Masih II" 
regarding the unity of the Jama‘at in 
the future as well as the end of enemy 
attacks against the establishment of 
Khilafat in Ahmadiyyat. The original 
Urdu text of this sermon can be found 
in Khutbat Nasir Vol. 1, page 2-10. 
It has been rendered into English by 
Farhan Ahmad Naseer. 


After Tashahud, Ta’uz and 
recitation of Surah Fatihah Hudtr™ 
proceeded to say: 


I meant to speak to you about 
another topic, but last night I was 
looking over an old file of Al-Fadl 
from 1914, and Allah, the Exalted 
directed my attention to a portion 
of a speech by Hadrat Khalifatul 
Masih II'* within which I saw a 
tremendous prophecy which has 
come to fulfillment during these 
past few days. Hence, I thought to 
leave the other topic and address my 
friends on this prophecy, but before 
this prophecy can be understood 
it is important to understand the 
circumstances 
For this reason, I will first briefly 
narrate the state of affairs in 1914.

After the passing away of His 
Holiness, the Promised Messiah?s, 
contrary to the will and liking of 
some Ahmadis, Jama‘at Ahmadiyya 
became united on one hand. Those 
people—you know those people 
who are implied by this—were 
compelled to lower their heads in 
front of the majority of the Jama‘at 
members and take the pledge 
of allegiance at the hands of His 
Holiness the first Khalifa”. 


This was the first Khilafat which was 
established in Jama‘at Ahmadiyya. 
Somehow, those people managed 
to get by in the short time of this 
first Khilafat. However, when His 
Holiness the first Khalifa’ passed 
away, these people saw this as 
the best opportunity to have their 
views take hold in the Jama’at. At 
the time, this group adopted three 
stances, one after the other. 


First, that the personage of 
Khalifa is not necessary in Jama‘at 
Ahmadiyya. There should be 
no Khilafat. As opposed to this, 
the majority of the Jama‘at (the 
majority not including these so- 
called, or self-proclaimed greats) 
and His Holiness the Second 
Khalifa” were yearning, a state of 
restlessness overtook them, a state 
of death was apparent in them. 
O Allah what will come about? 


You gave Muslims a promise of 
Khilafat, and we saw with our 
eyes that up and until there was 
Khilafat during the first century of 
Muslims, they witnessed progress 
after progress. Thereafter, due to 
their weakness and _ negligence, 
Khilafat was taken away from 
them and Islamic Kingship was 
set in its place. This [kingship] was 
absolutely abject. It was nothing 
compared to the Khilafat. And now 
once again O God You have granted 
us this favour. You raised the 
Promised Messiah* on the precepts 
of Prophethood. Regarding this, 
You declared his personage would 
perfectly reflect the personage of 
the Holy Prophet* and whosoever 
does not understand this, has his 
own reasoning to blame. After this 
person, Khilafat was established 
in the Ahmadiyya Movement, but 
not even six years have passed and 
there is a party who has come forth 
saying Khilafat is not required. 

He (His Holiness, the Second 
Khalifa”), it can be said, tried to 
please them. He explained to them 
that for God’s sake do not trample 
on the blessing of Khilafat. Let one 
of you be appointed Khalifa and I 
will make sure that I, my friends 
and relatives who are related to the 
Promised Messiah*s will all pledge 
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allegiance and will wholly obey. 


At that time, Hudur™ had a heartfelt 
desire that Khilafat should not be 
taken from Jama‘at Ahmadiyya. It 
makes no difference who becomes 
the Khalifa and who doesn’t; rather 
it is Khilafat that should be held 
on to firmly. For without this, the 
Jama‘at cannot progress nor will it 
be the inheritor of Allah’s Grace. 


However, no matter what, these 
people would not agree, 
when they did, they presented the 
stance that someone may very well 
be elected Khalifa, but pledging 
allegiance to him should not be 


and 


made compulsory upon the Jama at. 
This was the second stance these 
people adopted. Allah, the Exalted, 
caused things to be such that these 
people would say such things 
during the life of the first Khalifa™ 
and Allah the Exalted responded 
to them through His Holiness the 
first Khalifa®’s own mouth. A point 
came when an allegation like this 
was raised and the response His 
Holiness, the first Khalifa", gave 
was printed in the Badr newspaper 


dated March 3, 1910. 
A person has written to 
Khalifatul Masih that is 
pledging allegiance to you 


compulsory and _ obligatory? 
He [Hudutr] said, ‘Whatever 
the 
original pledge is the same for 


the command was for 


its branch, because prior to 
burying the Holy Prophet*, the 
noble Companions™ considered 
this deserving of attention, 
and they acted upon pledging 
allegiance to a Khalifa.’ 
Similarly, in the diary printed in 
the July 9, 1908 issue of the Badr 


newspaper, we find that the first 
Khalifa® said, “No one should 


think that we accept His Holiness 
Mirza Ghulam Ahmad* as_ the 
Promised Messiah and awaited 
Mahdi so what need is there to 
pledge allegiance to Nuruddin.... 
Every person is responsible for 
his own being.... Everyone should 
write for the pledge that he may 
receive a share of the benefit which 
is mentioned in ccliall Je ably 
[Allah’s hand is upon the Jama‘at].” 
The meaning of this is clear. If you 
do not pledge allegiance to Khilafat 
and continue as before in your 
cunning and cleverness, then you 
cannot achieve that grace which 
is achieved due to cctoall Le aulog 
meaning that God Almighty will 
remove His hand of mercy, His 
hand of protection, His hand of 
safety, His hand of blessing from 
over your heads. If you want to 
have the Mercy of God, if you 
are hoping that the hand of God 
Almighty’s His graces, 
His blessings, His protection and 
security remain over your heads 


mercy, 


then, it is compulsory for you to 
gather and pledge allegiance at one 
hand. 


When they saw that even with this 
issue the majority were against them 
and were strongly established on 
truth, they then adopted their third 
stance: Elect a person and make 
him the Khalifa and deem pledging 
allegiance to him obligatory. We 
will pledge allegiance to him but 
he will not rule over the Anjamun. 
If there must be a Khalifa, then 
he must be appointed under Sadr 
Anjamun Ahmadiyya. 


This laughable 
statement that no one in his right 


was such a 
mind would be willing to accept 
this stance. At that time, when 
observing the enthusiasm, pain, 


humility, meekness and sound 
judgment with which His Holiness, 
the Second Khalifa’, battled this 
notion, it seems as though Allah the 
Exalted gave him the glad tiding, 
“We will give you the capability 
to establish Khilafat in Jama‘at 
Ahmadiyya to such a degree that 
in the future, the mischief created 
in March 1914 will never again be 
created within the Jama at.” 


In 1914, His Holiness, the Second 
Khalifa, had no idea how long his 
life would be - ten, twenty, twenty- 
five, fifty-two years, [or] how long 
he would be Khalifa. What would 
be the circumstances after this, what 
would be his personal condition? 
Then whosoever was to become 
Khalifa after this, what would be 
the circumstances at the time of his 
demise? This too was not known. 
These are not matters for man, 
until Allah the Exalted grants one 
knowledge thereof. Despite this, 
in 1914 His Holiness, the Second 
Khalifa” wrote the following - listen 
carefully: 


“At this time, the enemy is 
delighted that now there is 
division among the Ahmadis.” 


This battle was occurring. There 
was a_ struggle whether there 
should be a Khalifa or not. Hudur™ 
would say that there should be a 
Khalifa. Prior to this time, these 
people had already published and 
stored tracts against Khilafat which 
were later distributed. This set the 
opportunity for the enemy’s taunts. 


His Holiness, the Promised 
Messiah’, had claimed that through 
him, Islam would be victorious 
over the world and this would be 
seen happening within 3 centuries. 
But six years had not passed since 
Hudur*’s passing and a severe 
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division had arisen. If anyone had 
witnessed this entire situation, 
he couldn’t have said that the 
Jama ‘at would survive. The Second 
Khalifa” said: 


“At this time, the enemy is 
delighted that now there is 
division among the Ahmadis 
they will quickly be 
destroyed. Right now our state 
is akin to {yr8 Yj); 1913); [they were 
shaken with a violent shaking.] 
(Al-Ahzab 33:12), this is one last 
trial. Just as after the instance 
of Ahzab, the enemy does not 
have the courage to attack the 
Muslims. Similarly this is the 
last time, the last assault of 
the enemy. If 
God the Exalted 
desires that we 
be 
then the enemy 
will not attack 
us. Rather, we 
will attack the 
enemy. The Holy 
Prophet* said 
at (the time of) 
Ahzab, that now 
we will attack 
the enemy and will defeat it 
and it will never come to attack 
again...This is the last trial. 
Through this, Allah, the Exalted 
will keep us protected and the 
enemy will never again have 


and 


victorious, 


the opportunity to rejoice.” 


First, he said that the enemy is 
delighted that now there is division 
among the Ahmadis, they will 
quickly be destroyed. Now, he says 
that the enemy will never again 
have the chance to rejoice. That is 
to say, that the enemy will never 
be given the chance to see, any 
division among the Ahmadis, nor 
the likelihood of their destruction. 


Then, he states: 


“Battles did occur after Ahzab, 
but the enemy never had the 
will to attack the Muslims. This 
trial is like that of Ahzab, the 
condition of the Companions” 
at that time is the same as our 
condition. The condition that 
overtook the enemy at that time 
is the same that will overtake 
our enemies. You should come 
forward and keep praying.” 
(Friday Sermon, March 20, 1914 
published in Al-Fadl March 25 
1914) 


This prophecy was made by the 
Second Khalifa in 1914, so as to say 
that, “at this time, extreme division

can be seen in the Jama‘at and it is 
becoming the basis of the enemy’s 
taunts. The enemy is overjoyed 
and is clapping with joy, that all 
the claims and prophecies made 
by His Holiness, the Promised 
Messiah*, regarding the progress 
of the Jama‘at are all turning out to 
be false. A Jama‘at which becomes 
divided like this and shatters to 
pieces and is also in disagreement 
amongst itself—becoming totally 
impure—can never progress.” 


However, Hudutr™ had 
instructed at that time to remain 
engaged in prayers. I tell you, the 
enemy could only have this joy

once, and it has seen it. After this, 
Allah the Exalted will create such 
circumstances that the enemy will 
make slight attacks, perhaps even 
cause slight harm to and maybe 
cause some pain for the Ahmadis. 
Offerings and. sacrifices will be 
sought from them [the Ahmadis] 
to counter their attacks, but never 
again shall the enemy see the 
division of March 14, 1914, nor a 
weak Jama’at. 


Now that the Second Khalifa™ has 
passed away, let us look at what has 
happened following his passing. 
Every Ahmadi was, as it were, 
close to death. Allah, the Exalted, 
had put so much love in every 
Ahmadi’s heart for 
His Holiness the 
Second = Khalifa". 
His” on 
the Jama‘at were so 
numerous and so 


favours 


immense. He was 
able to share in the 
Jama ‘at’s pains, 
to be included 
in their joys, and 
was to prepare 

such means for 
their progress that each person 
understood it to be the day of their 
own demise. During Hudur’s last 
illness some Ahmadis due to their 
lack of knowledge, some due to 
their ignorance, some due to their 
weakness and perhaps some due 
to mischief would say that a great 
division has been created in the 
Jama ‘at. However, these comments 
were from before [our] time when 
this fabricated division was meant 
to show its face to the world. Those 
who were present are proof, and 
each one of them is a witness to 
the fact that it seemed as though 
Allah, the Exalted, had sent an 
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army of angels, taking a strong 
hold of Jama’at Ahmadiyya. Just 
as a sheppard surrounds his sheep, 
similarly this army had surrounded 
us. They said to us, we have been 
sent that you may not go astray. 
At that time, nobody was thinking 
who will become the Khalifa and 
who will not. Though, every heart 
knew that Khilafat would remain 
and a Khalifa would be appointed 
and that all the blessings of Khilafat 
would stay with us. 


A few days back, one of our 
Ahmadi sisters saw a dream, most 
likely two or three days prior to 
Hudur’s™ passing, in other words, 
the night prior to the evening we 
had our collective prayer here. The 
sister saw that many Ahmadis had 
gathered in Masjid Mubarak and 
were praying with great humility. 
She says when she looked to the east, 
she saw hundreds and thousands 
of angels donned in white clothing 
coming forth quickly and then 
joining those who were praying, 
they too were praying with great 
humility before their Lord. 

On that day, we were thinking that 
if God wills to accept our prayer 
then He could grant Hudtr” health. 
He possesses great abilities and 
powers. And so, a collective prayer 
was organized here and prayers 
were offered in great humility. 


Now, however, I have come to 
understand that the vision she 
saw that day did not represent the 
collective prayer we offered. Rather, 
it was a vision of the evening (after 
Maghrib) when the members of 
Majlis Intikhab (Electoral Board) 
were having aconsultationin Masjid 
Mubarak. Being a member, I and 
some others from the family [of the 
Promised Messiah*] were present 


there as well. However, God is my 
witness, that not even 20% of the 
proceedings of that night reached 
my ear. Because we were seated at 
the back praying, “O God, make the 
Jama‘at strong and firm and keep 
Khilafat established.” In our hearts, 
we vowed that whosoever became 
Khalifa, we would swear to fully 
follow and obey him. We would 
return from there joyfully, having 
carried out our obligation and 
viewing the unity of the Jama‘at 
and the Graces of God, the Exalted, 
and saying that no division was 
created in the Promised Messiah’s* 
Jama at. 


Those here, who were also present 
at that meeting, I sensed that none 
of them was the same as before. 
That is to say, Allah had control 
over their minds as well. God, the 
Exalted, had control over their 
tongues as well; there were no 
arguments, no fights. All came to 
one decision and in this way Allah 
the Exalted made that prophecy 
come true, that “this is the last trial, 
the enemy will never again rejoice 
on this matter.” 


Consequently, some elder ghair 
muba’ have been heard saying 
that the truth of the matter is, 
Khilafat the 
cannot progress and if such rules 


without Jama ‘at 
regarding the appointment of a 
Khalifa had been instituted by the 
first Khalifa as had been made by 
the Second Khalifa™ (having done a 
great favour on the Jama‘at), then 
the division of 1914 would not have 
come into being. 


Hence, what was revealed by 
Allah the Exalted to His Holiness 
the Second Khalifa’ was a grand 
prophecy, stating that we will give 
you the ability to train the Jama‘at 


in such a way, that when you 
are called back you will not have 
any agony or worry; that when 
I entered this house, at that time 
there was mischief, and now that I 
am going there is also mischief. No, 
rather God, the Exalted, assured 
him that when you leave this 
world, the mischief which you saw 
in the beginning will never rise up 
again. Hence, the might of God the 
Exalted was shown and in this way 
the Jama‘at was made to be unified 
and in accord, such that no one 
could ever imagine. 


His Holiness the Promised 
Messiah* has said, 
bs Dk Us hors ox 


“Every heart was _ cleansed, 
every heart was changed.” 


This couplet explains the events 
that we were witnessing at that 
time among the people within 
Masjid Mubarak and among those 
who were sitting outside. Every 
person has his own nature, own 
thoughts, 
deliberation, their own thought 
process and considerations, but at 
the time of the election, they had 
lost themselves completely and 


own reasoning and 


were under someone else’s control. 
They were doing only that which 
God wanted them to do. 


So in this way, you, my friends 
came to God the Exalted’s presence 
and requested that if this humble 
one (myself, Nasir Ahmad) is to 
His liking, then to make him your 
servant. God the Exalted accepted 
your plea and made me your 
servant. 


A servant in the sense that just as 
a father helps his children or as 
a mother helps her children. A 
mother cleans her child’s soiled 
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cloths, but no one would call her 
a handmaid. A father may pace 
all night carrying his child on his 
shoulders due a stomach ache just 
so the child may have some ease 
and fall asleep, but no would call 
him an employee. 


So you should pray and I too will 
pray that Allah, the Exalted, may 
enable me to serve you more than 
a father ever could; that He will 
enable me to serve you more than a 
mother ever could. By God, I do not 
desire any recompense from you. 
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I have not asked of you any 
reward. My reward is with 


Allah (Surah Yunas 
10:73) 


alone. 


All I desire is that, in all religious 
matters in which your cooperation 
is required, in all such matters you 


ii 


give me your complete cooperation 
and that you always remember 
me in your prayers. I am hopeful 
that you will always pray that 
when I leave this world and return 
to our Lord, that He may not be 
angry with me, rather that God 
the Exalted provides such means 
as would allow me to reach Him 
with dignity and honour. Pray that 
I may be enabled to serve you more 
and more and that I may be enabled 
to remove your troubles and pains 
through my prayers. Since the time 
of my election, I have been praying, 
“Oh God accept my prayers!” 


I know that hundreds of you will 
write to me regarding minor and 
major troubles and will ask me to 
pray for you. So my prayer is that at 
such times my God may not leave 
me embarrassed. Rather, as the 
acceptance of prayers is required 


to fulfill this responsibility, that 
He grants me this sign, not so that 
I may achieve the world’s wealth 
and means. Rather, so that I may 
remove your troubles and pains, 
and so that your progress and its 
means, the desire for which has 
been created in my heart, may by 
the grace of God the Exalted, come 
into being. (May God spread our 
caravan with this same unity and 
accord in every country and in 
every city, every street and corner 
and may God the Exalted’s desire 
be fulfilled that Islam be victorious 
over the whole world.)

Nations 
of the world will receive blessings 
from him; and he will cause the 
deliverance of the captives and 
the oppressed.

According to the revelation and 
knowledge given by Allah, Hadrat 
Promised Messiah*s

opponents and published it widely. 
Thereafter, on January 12, 1889, as 
a manifestation of this prophecy, 
Almighty Allah bestowed on him 
that beloved and revered son.

“Gentlemen, 
someone 


comes to deliver a lecture, it is 
routine for the president of the 
meeting to introduce him to the 
audience. But today’s lecturer 
is a person of such dignity, 
fame and status that you will 
hardly find anyone who is not 
familiar with him. He is the son 
of that remarkable and holy 
person who had created a major 
upheaval in the entire religious 
world and _ particularly in 
Christian world.” (Ta’assurat-e- 
Qadian, p. 16) 


The same _ professor, in 
the closing remarks, _ said, 
“Gentlemen I have also studied 
history somewhat and when 
I came here this evening I 
thought I knew most of Islamic 
history and I can easily critique 
it. But now after listening to 
Mirza Sahib’s speech I realized 
that I am only a_ beginner. 
The difference in my depth of 
knowledge and that of Mirza 
Sahib’s depth of knowledge is 
the same as between the light 
of this table lamp (the lamp 
sitting on the table) and that 
big electric lamp (which was 
hanging from the ceiling). 


Gentlemen, the brilliance and 
command with which Mirza 
Sahib has commented on this 
very difficult subject in Islamic 
history are unique to him. There 
are very few people who could 
talk on this very complicated 
chapter in Islamic history. As 
far as I know there is none here 
in Lahore. I wish we had such 
knowledgeable people in our 
society. I think that if a person 
of such extraordinary intellect 
and status would become a 
member of our society, it would 


bring great honour to our 
society.” (Ta’assurrat-e-Qadian, 
p. 162-163) 


In this regards, the observations 
of Mian Sultan Ahmad Wajoodi, 
member Provincial Congress 
Committee, are also very 
interesting. He writes, “Mirza 
Mahmood Ahmad has immense 
power to work. He is a man 
of extraordinary personality. 
He delivers speeches for hours 
without interruption. His 
speeches are fluent and full of 
knowledge. He is the author 
of voluminous books. After 
meeting with him one gets 
deeply impressed with his lofty 
conduct. He has got great talent 
of administration. At the age 50 
he has got vigour of a young 
man. He is a great patron of 
Urdu language.” (Al-Hakam, 
Jubilee Number, December, 
1939, p. 36) 


Here is powerful evidence in 
support of the attribute “will 
be given secular and spiritual 
knowledge”. On February 
21, 1945, Hudur delivered 
a historical lecture on the 
topic of “Islamic Economic 
System”, under the auspices 
of Ahmadiyya Intercollegiate 
Lahore. This 
lecture created a great stir in 
literary world. This lecture has 
since been translated in many 
different languages of the world 
including English, French and 


Association, 


German. An influential organ 
of Spanish ministry of Industry 
and commerce, “Information 
Commercial Industrial” wrote 
about it in its October, 1946, 
issue, “Notwithstanding the 
sentimental aspect, a brilliant 
comparison of Islamic economic 
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system with communism is 
presented in this book. It is 
established with overwhelming 
proofs that communism is 
not only against the political 
principles and movements but 
also threatens the religious 
values. This book is a source of 
excellent information. Hadrat 
Imam Jama‘at Ahmadiyya is 
deserves to be congratulated on 
this lecture.” (Al-Mubbasshirat). 


At the time of the construction 
of the city of Rabwah, Hadrat 
Khalifatul Masih II* invited 
the representatives of major 
newspapers of Pakistan and 
showed them the maps and 
other details of the project. 
The construction of Rabwah 
is a clear evidence of “High 
Resolve” of Hudur. Mr. Wagar 
Ambalvi, famous journalist 
of daily newspaper “Safina”, 
writes, “Last Sunday the leader 
of Ahmadiyya community 
invited the newspaper 
representatives from Lahore to 
visit the location of their new 
city and took us on its tour. The 
details of this tour have already 
been published in newspapers. 
As immigrants, Rabwah is an 
example for us. Six million 
immigrants have moved in 
Pakistan but they are helpless, 
devastated and scattered. These 
immigrants were Muslims, 
believed in their creator and 
followers of the Holy Prophet 
Mohammed (saw) and _ stood 
for equality and brotherhood 
among Muslims but even a 
calamity of this magnitude 
could not unite them. On the 
other hand we have always 
been criticizing = Ahmadis 
because of their beliefs but their 


organization, brotherhood and 
mutual support in the time 
of need had resulted in the 
beginning of building of a new 
Qadian before our own eyes. We 
also came as immigrants among 
who were such people that 
every one of them could build 
such cities but their wealth was 
not spent on any poor person 
except for themselves. Rabwah 
is also an important example 
for us from another aspect. We 
can learn our lesson from it and 
build similar cities for the rest 
of the immigrants. Rabwah is 


an example for our public and 
Government and shows us 
that those who only indulge in 
making grandiose claims do not 
achieve anything and practical 
people achieve their goals 
without making any claims.” 
(Safina, Lahore, November 13, 
1948) 


In December, 1948, Hudutr™ 
delivered a_ lecture’ at 
Maniard Hall, Law College, 
Lahore under the auspices of 
Ahmadiyya Intercollegiate 


Association, on the topic of 


“Condition of Islamic World 
and Its Future”. This meeting 
was presided by Honourable 
Justice S. A. Rahman. It is 
evident from the concluding 
remarks of the president that 
Almighty Allah has indeed 
endowed Hudur with secular 
and spiritual knowledge. In his 
remarks the Honourable Justice 
stated, “I am greatly thankful 
to Ahmadiyya Intercollegiate 
Association that it gave me the 
opportunity to listen to such 
literary lecture. Respected 
Mirza Sahib has covered an 


extensive topic in such a short 
time and shed light on many 
aspects. We should consider 
the constructive suggestions 
presented by him and try to 
implement them seriously.” 
(Al-Fazal, December 14, 1948) 


After the creation of Pakistan, 
Hudur™ 
speeches on the topic of the 
stability and the strengthening 
of Pakistan. On one such 
occasion Hudutr™ addressed 
a meeting on the topic of 
“Pakistan and its Future”, under 


delivered many 
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the chairmanship of Mr. Malik 
Feroz Khan Noon. At the end, 
in his presidential remarks, Mr. 
Noon, said, “Mirza Sahib has 
limitless treasure of knowledge 
in his mind. He has told us a lot 
of things in this brief time and 
has analysed the topic in real 
depth.” (Al-Fazal, December 9, 
1947) 


In short, Almighty Allah, by his 
grace, had given him excellence in 
every field of knowledge. 


LIBERATOR OF CAPTIVES 


Another attribute of Hadrat Musleh 
Mau‘tud”™ foretold in the prophecy 
was that he will liberate the captives. 
The whole world is witness to 
the fact that he used all his means 
and performed such services to 
help liberate different nations of 
the world that even his opponents 
were forced to acknowledge this. 
For example in 1930, when Hindu 
autocracy and Dogra rulers of 
Kashmir started _persecuting 
Muslim majority populace and 
deprived them of all their rights, 
at that time all Muslim leaders, 
Nawabs and politicians requested 
Hadrat Musleh Mau‘td™ to help 
these oppressed Muslim people. 
And it was Hudur “whose tireless 
efforts and leadership resulted in 
the success of their movement and 
Kashmiris were able to breathe a 
sigh of relief. 


On July 25, 1931, 
Muslim leaders including Poet of 
the East Doctor Sir Mohammad 
Iqbal, Nawab Sahib Ganjpura, Sir 
Zulfiqar Ali Khan, Khan Bahadur 
Sheikh Rahim Bakhsh _ Retired

founded. At the recommendation 
of Dr. Sir Iqbal, Hadrat Musleh 
Mau ‘ud was requested to accept its 
presidency.

The Muslim press lauded the 
successful leadership of Hudur™ 
which had the 
deliverance of Kashmiri Muslims 
who had been robbed of even the 
very basic human rights for ages.

The newspaper “Siasat” writes, “At 
the time when condition of Kashmir 
was critical, those who chose Hadrat 
Sahib despite 
differences, they made a perfect 


Mirza doctrinal 
choice. Had they not chosen Mirza 
Sahib because of the differences in 
their beliefs, this movement would 
have ended in utter failure and 
would have resulted in major loss 
for the Muslim Umma (nation).”

Similarly Mr. Abdul Majid Salik 
writes about The Movement for 
Liberation of Kashmir, “Sheikh 
Mohammad Abdullah (Lion of 
Kashmir) and other workers used 
to keep open contact with Mirza 
Mahmood Ahmad and some of 
his workers. The only reason for 
their contacts was the fact that 
Mirza Sahib had many resources 
and he was helping the Kashmir 
Movement in many respects and 
workers of Kashmir Movement 
were naturally obliged to him.” 
(Zikr-e-lqbal by Salik, p. 188) 


In United India, Muslims were 
the biggest minority and _ they 
were under British and Hindu 
subjugation for long time. Hudur™ 
used every available opportunity to 
liberate these Muslims. Therefore 


every unbiased student of history 
of Indo-Pak subcontinent is bound 
to acknowledge his efforts in this 
regard. At every occasion and 
every point Hudur™’ guided the 
movement of liberation of Muslims 
of Indo-Pak in the right direction 
and it was equally acknowledged 
by his proponents and opponents. 
Herein we present some examples. 


1. In 1937, all parties Conference 
was organized and the issue of 
separate and combined election 
was under discussion. Qaid-e- 
Azam Mohammad Ali Jinnah 
and other Muslim leaders were 
in favour of combined elections 
but Hudur™ delivered such an 
effective speech in favour of 
separate elections that everyone 
agreed with his suggestion.

Also, the 
“Mashriq”, 

wrote, “All the Muslims are 
obliged to Respected Imam 
Jama’at Ahmadiyya for his

favours. It was because of his 
movement that “Wartman” was 
prosecuted. It was his Jama‘at 
which pursued the issue of 
“Rangeela Rasool”. They were 
fearless and did not hesitate to 
go to jails. It was his pamphlet 
which made Governor Sahib 
to deliver justice. At this point 
in time every Muslim sect in 
India is afraid from the British 
or Hindus or other nations. It is 
only the Jama‘at of Ahmad (as) 
which is, like the Muslims of 
the Early Period, are not afraid 
of any person or nation and 
are doing pure Islamic work.” 
(Mashriq, dated September 22, 
1927) 


In June, 1929, the Simon 
Commission report was 
published. The Commission had 
recommended that federation, 
comprising of provinces and 
states, should be established. 
Indian leaders were not satisfied 
with the recommendations and 
law and order situation was 
about to be seriously disrupted 
in the country. The Viceroy, 
after consultation with British 
Government and Minister for 
India, announced to convene 


Round Table Conference. In 
this conference the issue of 
independence of colonies was 
to be decided. In November 
1930, the first Round Table 
Conference was _ organized. 
Hudutr™ by his farsightedness 
realized that, in this conference, 
the greatest attention will be 
paid to Simon Commission 
Report. Therefore, on this issue 
Hudur™ authored a book, “The 
Solution of Current Political 
Issue of India” got it translated 
and circulated it extensively. 
On this book, scores of Muslim 
and British leaders sent letters 
of gratitude and wrote reviews. 
Here we present a few of these 
as an example: 


1. Sir Hugh Romer thanked 
him and wrote that this was 
the only detailed critique 
on Simon Commission 
Report which came to his 
knowledge. He applauded 
Imam Jama‘at Ahmadiyya 
for the sincerity, wisdom 
and detail with which he has 
expressed the opinion of his 
Jama‘at. He also expressed 
appreciation for the lofty 
opinion of His Holiness on 
this issue.” 


2. Mr. L. M. Emery, who later 
became Minister for India, 
wrote about it and greatly 
appreciated the spirit with 
which that book was written 
and the wisdom of the 
writer with which he solved 
those complicated issues. 


3. Dr. Sir Zia-ud-Din of 
Aligarh wrote, “I have read 
this book with keen interest 
and I request you to publish 
it in Europe and widely 


circulate it... Your Holiness 
has performed a_ very 
important and_ valuable 
service of Islam.” 


Seth Haji Abdullah Haroon, 
M.L.A., Karachi, wrote, “In 
my opinion, of all the books 
written on politics in India, 
The Solution of Current 
Political Issue of India, is 
among the best.” 


Dr. Sir Iqbal wrote, “I have 
read some parts of the 
critique, it is excellent and 
most comprehensive.” 


The newspaper “Inqilab”, 
Lahore, in its November 
16, 1930, issue wrote, 
“Respected Mirza Sahib 
performed a very valuable 
service of Islam by writing 
this critique. It was the job 
of big Islamic organizations 
that Mirza Sahib performed 
all alone.” 


The newspaper “Siasat” 
wrote in its editorial, “If 
we disregard the doctrinal 
differences then Mirza 
Sahib has done such work 
in the field of writing that 
from the point of view of 
volume and profitability it 
is deserving of every praise. 
The way in which he has 
brought his Jama‘at into 
politics along with other 
Muslims and led it with 
such success that every 
honest and unbiased person 
is bound to appreciate it. The 
whole world is impressed 
by his political wisdom. By 
uniting Muslims against 
Nehru Report, presenting 
Muslim point of view 
before Simon Commission, 
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doing powerful 
discussions 


logical 
on current 
issues from Islamic point 
of view and by writing 
books for the rights of 
Muslims full of arguments, 
he has performed a very 


commendable service.” 


In short, right at the time 
of need, this book clearly 
explained the 
nature of Muslim rights 
and demands _ to _ the 
members of The Round 
Table Conference. The 
conference recommended 
constitutional government 
for India and improved 
upon the recommendations

4. During the second world 
war when fighting involved 
Egypt and the possibility of 
involvement of the Holy Land 
in war was raised. Viewing this 
possibility Hudur™ delivered a 
sermon to prevent the spread

of fighting to the holy land 


and Egypt. The newspaper 
“Zamzam” in its July 19, 1942, 
issue applauded this service of 
Hudur™ in these words, “Under 
these circumstances... the Imam 
Sahib has shown such love for 
Islam with reference to Egypt 
and Holy Land of Hijaz that we 
are greatly indebted to him for 
it and by expressing his concern 
he has rightly represented the 
feelings of Muslims.”

At the 
wishes of Arabs, Hudur™ instructed 
Respected Chaudhry Mohammad 
Zafarullah Khan to stay in USA to 
present their case. Subsequently 
he presented the Arab case. The 
Arab delegations thanked Hudur™ 
by sending a telegram and wrote, 
“We have been greatly relieved. 
We hope that this will immensely 
support our demands.” (Al-Fazal, 
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November 8, 1947) 


Hudur’s" instruction to Hadrat 
Chaudhry Sahib to stay on in New 
York and the gratitude of Arab 
delegations show that Hudur™ was 
a source of blessing and mercy for 
all nations of the world. 


MEEK OF HEART 


Another attribute foretold in the 
prophecy was that he will be 
kind and soft at heart. Allah did 
bestow on him the softness of heart 
and kindness. He was endowed 
with love for the poor, had keen 
awareness of their needs and had 
the will to try to provide for their 
needs. He was always involved in 
the service of humanity. As a matter 
of faith he tried his best to maintain 
the dignity of Humanity. He was 
not only aware of the needs of 
non-Muslims but he also provided 
regular allowances for widows and 
orphans of non-Muslims, Sikhs and 
Hindus and he continued these 
allowances for widows and orphans 
of Qadian even after partition of 
India and Pakistan. 


Then during the turbulent times of 
partition he provided protection to 
the Muslims of Batala district and 
its surrounding villages in Qadian. 
He did his best to protect their 
lives, belongings and honour and 
effectively arranged for their safe 
passage to Pakistan by contacting 
the 
agencies. These services of his 


concerned government 
were acknowledged by the press 
and newspaper of those days and 
learned people from every school of 
thought and belief commended him 
and praised his kind heartedness 
and service. In order to inculcate 
the practice of providing service to 
mankind and for their best possible 
training and education and to 


develop a sense of responsibility 
in members of every age in his 


community, he established the 
organizations of Ansarullah,

effective and resulted in a sense of 


competition to excel in doing good. 


THE DEMISE OF HADRAT 
MUSLEH MAU'UD™ 


According to the prophecy he 
completed the task assigned to him 
by Allah in the best possible way 
and was finally raised to heaven 
to be in the presence of Almighty 
Allah, his Lord. Inna Lillahi wa Inna 
Tlaihi Raji toon. 

In short, he was a source of mercy 
and blessings for his followers as 
well as non-believers and the wise 
and learned in the world were 
aware of his status and value. 
Therefore at his demise not only 
the press and non-believers in his 
own country but people from all 
over the world acknowledged his 
services and mourned his death. 
Herein are presented some of these 
observations. 


1. At the news of his passing 
away, the President of Pakistan, 
Field Marshal Mohammad 
Ayub Khan, sent the following 
condolence telegram, “Mirza 
Nasir Ahmad Sahib, Rabwah!

2. Condolence message received

1. The Morning News, Karachi, 
wrote in its November 9, 1965, 
issue, “Mirza Mahmood Ahmad 
was born in January 1889 in 
Qadian, which was the center 
of Community before partition 
of India and Pakistan. He has 
left behind 13 sons, 9 daughters, 
more than 3 million followers 
and a network of Ahmadiyya 
missions all over the world. 
He was the eldest son of Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad, the founder 
of Ahmadiyya Jama‘at. After 
Maulvi Nooruddin, he became 
the second caliph of Jama‘at in 
1914. After becoming the caliph 
he spenthis entire life in constant 
and tireless struggle so that 
Islam could be spread all over 
the world and in Africa, Europe 
and America in _ particular. 

He visited Europe twice so

could be expanded. During his 
tenure, 92 new missions were 
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established in foreign countries 
where 162 missionaries are 
propagating Islam. These 
missions are working with full 
vigour and spirit of dedication 
and therefore are very effective 
in changing the false notions 
about Islam into truth. Ahmadi 
missionaries have been very 
successful in African countries 
particularly along the western 
coastal areas. There they have 
to face intense opposition from

In addition 
to that he has left behind 
invaluable and _ extensive 
literature in defence of Islam. 
In the days when movement for 
independence was at its height,

Muslims to Hinduism in 
great numbers, Mirza Sahib 
accepted that challenge and 
opposed it with great vigour. 
In 1931 he was elected as 
President of All India Kashmir 
Committee and he infused 
new life in the movement of 
Kashmir Independence and in 
1948 created a full battalion of 
volunteers from his Jama‘at 
and gave under Government 
control at his expense to take 
part in war in Kashmir.”

The Pakistan Times, in its 
November 9, 1965, issue paid 
tribute to Hudurin the following 


words, “Imam Jama ‘at 
Ahmadiyya, Mirza Bashiruddin 
Mahmood Ahmad, after a long 
illness passed away in Rabwah 
on Monday morning. He will 
be laid to rest in Rabwah at 10 
o'clock on Tuesday morning. 
Before his burial a meeting of 
Election of Caliph Committee 
will be held in which new Imam 
will be elected. According to the 
news received from Rabwah, 
a large number of members 
of Ahmadiyya Jama‘at are 
arriving in Rabwah from all 
over Pakistan to pay last tribute 
to their departed Imam... Mirza 
Bashiruddin Mahmood Ahmad 
was elected Imam in 1914. He 
opened missions all over the 
world particularly in Africa, 
Europe and America. In this 
connection he opened 96 new 
missions abroad and now 
there total number is 152. The 
Jama‘at’s missions have great 
success in Africa, particularly 
on the west coast. There they 
had to work extremely hard 
against the Christian preachers. 
When movement for Pakistan 
was at its peak, Mirza Sahib 
supported Muslim League 
vigorously. Before that in 
1924, when Shudhi movement 
was started by Arya Samaj 
to convert Muslims in UP to 
Hinduism en masses, he fought 
back with great courage.......In 
addition to translation of Holy 
Qur’an in more than a dozen 
languages and commentary; he 
has left behind an extensive and 
valuable literary treasure.” (Al- 
Fazal, December 3, 1965) 


The daily 
published the news of his 
demise in these words, “Lahore 


Nawa-e-Wact, 


November 8.--Spiritual Leader 
of Ahmadiyya community, 
Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood 
Ahmad passed away _ this 
morning. He was ill for a long 
time. He was 77 years of age. He 
will be laid to rest tomorrow in 
Rabwah. For the election of new 
spiritual leader, a meeting of 
Elective Council is in progress 
in Rabwah and new Spiritual 
Leader will be elected before 
the burial of Mirza Bashiruddin 
Mahmood Ahmad. He was 
elected the head of Jama‘at in 
1914. He opened new mission 
all over the world in general and 
in Africa, Europe and America 
in particular. In this connection 
he himself twice visited Europe. 
He opened 96 new missions 
in total. These missions are 
against Christian 
missions particularly along 
west coast of Africa. During the 
movement for Pakistan, the Late 
Mirza Bashirud Din Mahmood 
Ahmad supported Muslim 
League. In 1922 when Arya 


working 


Samaj started the movement 
to convert Muslims in UP to 
Hinduism, Mirza Sahib worked 
a lot to stop those conversions. 
He got Holy Qur’an translated 
in more than a dozen languages 
including Dutch, German, 
Indonesian and Swahili 
languages. He was also the 
President of All India Kashmir 
Committee in 1931. In 1948, he 
created “Furgan Battalion” of 
volunteers and gave it under the 
high command to participate 
in Kashmir Jihad. Members of 
the Ahmadiyya community 
are arriving in Rabwah_ to 
participate in the funeral of 
Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood 
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Ahmad, many of them are 
arriving from overseas.” (Al- 
Fazal, November 13, 1965) 


4. Daily newspaper Mashriq, in its 
November 10, 1965, issue gave 
the news of his demise, “In the 
history of Ahmadiyya Jama‘at 
this stage has come after 51 
years and it is going to elect 
new leader. After the demise of 
the founder of the Ahmadiyya 
community (Hadrat) Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad (as) Maulvi 
Nooruddin was elected as first 
caliph. He remained in this 
office for six years until his 
demise. After him the elder 
son of (Hadrat) Mirza Ghulam 
Ahmad, Mirza Bashiruddin 
Mahmood Ahmad was elected 
as second caliph.” (Al-Fazal, 
November 13, 1965)

There were also 
many letters to the Editors from 


many individuals, too numerous to 
mention here. 


Newspapers from outside Pakistan 
include the Sidq-i-Jadid, Lukhnow, 
India (Nov. 19, 1965); Newspaper 
Roshni, Srinagar, Kashmir (Nov. 
11, 1965); the Daily Hageegat, 
Lukhnow (Nov. 10, 1965); The 
daily Tribune, Ambala, India (Nov. 
9, 1965); The Daily Samaj Katak, 
Orisa, India (Nov. 13, 1965); The 
Liberian Star, Liberia, West Africa; 
etc., etc.

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HISTORY OF 
JAMA AHMADIYYA 


By the sheer grace and blessings 
of Allah the Almighty, Canada 
Jama’at, under the instructions 
of Hadrat Khalifatul Masih, 
is getting the opportunity to 
build a separate building for 
Jami‘a Ahmadiyya Canada. 
It would be appropriate to 
mention in brief the history of 
Jami‘a Ahmadiyya, so that the 
readers know about the grand 
blessings of Allah Ta’ala upon 
our Jama’at, and so that they 
may realize the importance of 
Jami‘a Ahmadiyya and its true 
role in spreading the message of 
Islam, Ahmadiyyat. 


The institution of Jami‘a 
Ahmadiyya originally started in 
the form of ‘Madrassa Ahmadiyya’, 
during the time of Promised 
Messiah* who felt the need for 
such an institution in 1905 when 
two of his great and scholarly 
companions, Hadrat Molvi 
Abdul Karim Sialkoti’ and 
Hadrat Burhan ud Din Jehlumi", 
passed away. To fill this gap 
Promised Messiah* felt the need 
of such an institution which 
produces dedicated scholars 
of Qur’an for the propagation 
of Islam. Promised Messiah 


Jami a Ahmadiyya 


(as) mentions this desire in the 
following words: 


“A School of Islamic Education 
(Ta‘limul Islam) should be 
such that it should continue to 
produce Preachers and Scholars 
who can replace those who 
gradually pass away. Everyone 
should contemplate that such 
an Institution should keep on 
producing a stream of Scholars 
of the Holy Qur’an, Preachers 
and Intellectuals who become 
the mode for the reformation 
of the world.” (Al-Hakam, 
February 10, 1905, page 11) 


In the beginning ‘Madrassa 
Ahmadiyya’ started as a branch 
of Talimul Islam School already 
established in Qadian. This new 
branch was named ‘Shakh-e- 
Dinyat’ or the branch of religious 
studies. This branch was started 
in January 1906, and hence the 
seed for Jami'a Ahmadiyya was 
sown. This institution had to go 
through several hardships and 
various phases in Qadian and 
then later in Rabwah, and finally 
it took the shape we see today in 
the form of Jami‘a Ahmadiyya. 
It was this seed implanted more 
then hundred years ago in the 
remote town of Qadian which 
has given its fruits in the form 


of Jami‘a Ahmadiyya in many 


countries around the globe 
including Canada, UK, and 
Germany. 

In the beginning ‘Madrassa 


Ahmadiyya’ was only a_ two 
year course. Through times 
more courses were added to 
the curriculum of ‘Madrassa 
Ahmadiyya’, and as __ the 
course-load increased so did 
the duration. Today Jami‘a 
Ahmadiyya is a seven year 
extensive course which covers 
various subjects such as Arabic, 
Urdu, Comparative _ studies, 
Jurisprudence, Tasawwuf, 
Kalam or arguments, History, 
Hadith, and Commentary of 
Quran to name a few. 


In the first year of ‘Madrassa 
Ahmadiyya’ only 10 students 
were admitted to the institution 
out of which 9 passed and moved 
on to the next year. The next 
year 5 more students enrolled in 
‘“Madrassa Ahmadiyya’ and hence 
the total number of students 
reached 14.

I wish that I could be there with all of you today as you gather together to celebrate your 34 Annual 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Convention, unfortunately due to a family commitment I am unable to attend. 


I was devastated to learn of the brutal, deadly attack against the Ahmadiyya community in Lahore,Pakistan 
on Friday May 28, 2010. Let me first say that my prayers are with you, your loved ones and community 
members who may have been touched by this senseless tragedy. 


As Canadians and as members of the international community, we have a duty to defend against religious 
intolerance and the violation of human rights that these deplorable acts of violence, fear and intimidation 
represent. I stand in support of His Holiness Sahibzada Mirza Masroor Ahmad and all Ahmadis all over 
the world during this difficult time for the entire community around the world, but especially our large 
Ahmadi community here in the GTA. 


On June 9th I made a statement in the House of Commons regarding human rights and religious intolerance 
around the world. I spoke of these horrible attacks on the Mosques in Lahore, Pakistan where 94 Ahmadi 
Muslims were martyred, and more than 125 were seriously injured. 


The Leader of the Official Opposition, my colleagues in the Liberal Caucus and I, all join with you in 
condemning these violent acts, and in calling on the Government of Pakistan to bring justice to the 
perpetrators, and to ensure religious freedom for all Pakistanis. 


I was proud to support a Motion the House of Commons that was put forward by my Liberal colleague, 
Hon. Jim Karygiannis, Member of Parliament for Scarborough— Agincourt.
